Colorado Gets New 
Injunction, But Keeps 
Same Old Boycott

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Mr. Clinton Goes to Washington — 
And Takes California With Him

Bill Clinton became Presi¬ 
dent of the United States yes¬ 
terday with a wave of public 
support that has risen to 71 
percent favorable, the highest 
rating for a president-elect in 
more than 30 years. 

Now, for the first time in a 
decade and a half, Democrats 
control both the White House 
and Congress, and when the 
former Arkansas governor 
took the federal government 
back from the Republicans he 
gave California, the state with 
the largest number of elec¬ 
toral votes, renewed national 
political power in the nation’s 
capital. His administration 
and top-level White House 
staff appointments mean a lot 
of clout for California, at least 
for the next four years. 

Assuming they are all con¬ 
firmed, the new Secretary of 
State Warren Christopher, 
the new Director of the Office 
of Management and Budget 
Leon Panetta, the incoming 
chair of the powerful Council 
of Economic Advisers Laura 
Tyson, and the new U. S. 
trade representative Micky 
Kantor are all Californians. 
Beyond these administration- 
level appointments, numerous 
subcabinet-level and top staff 


positions are expected to go 
to Californians. At least a 
dozen well-known state resi¬ 
dents who were active in the 
Clinton campaign can be ex¬ 
pected to become part of the 
administration. 

Among the names most of¬ 
ten mentioned are former 
state Attorney General (and 
gubernatorial candidate) John 
Van de Kamp, former San 
Jose Mayor Tom McEnery 
(said to be on the “short list” 
to become ambassador to Ire-

land); Lieutenant Governor 
Leo McCarthy (possibly to be¬ 
come President Clinton’s new 
ambassador to New Zealand 
— he was born in that country) 
and, of course, San Francisco 
Supervisor Roberta Achten- 
berg (damn, I wish this ap¬ 
pointment would happen soon; 
the community and everyone 
else is tired of hearing of this 
“pending” appointment). 

Longtime gay activist Bob 
Hattoy of Los Angeles is ru¬ 
mored for an Interior Depart¬ 
ment slot; LA Deputy City 
Attorney John Emerson, long 
active in liberal Democratic 
party politics, is slated for a 
top White House job; Doris 
Matsui, wife of Representa¬ 


tive Bob Matsui of Sacramen¬ 
to, has already been appoint¬ 
ed White House deputy direc¬ 
tor of public liaisons; and the 
list of Californian’s with polit¬ 
ical juice in the new adminis¬ 
tration goes on and on. 

Dee Dee Myers, the 31- 
year-old former San Francis¬ 
can who once worked here 
for both Dianne Feinstein 
and Frank Jordan, becomes 
the first female White House 
press secretary: Myers, a 
graduate of Santa Clara Uni¬ 
versity who served as cam¬ 
paign director of Frank Jor¬ 
dan’s mayoral race before 
joining the Clinton campaign, 
has a lot of friends and polit¬ 
ical contacts in San Francisco. 

Not only this, but mem¬ 
bers of California’s congres¬ 
sional delegation (the largest 
in the nation) are reportedly 
high on Clinton’s favorable 
list as well. In fact, Represen¬ 
tative Nancy Pelosi reported¬ 
ly turned down a high-level 
appointment because her im¬ 
portance in a Washington 
where Democrats now con¬ 
trol the White House as well 
as Congress has reportedly 
shot up as well. 

A top Clinton spokesper¬ 
son put it bluntly recently 
when he said, “Hell yes, Bill 
Clinton owes a big debt to 
California — that state went to 
the Democratic nominee big

Richard Evans looked over 
his shoulder at the big clock 
at the back of the courtroom. 
He was counting the minutes 
until 5 p.m., when anti-gay 
Amendment 2 would go into 
effect in his state of Colorado. 
But as Denver District Court 
Judge Jeffrey Bayless droned 
on that January 15 with the 
precise legal reasons for the 
decision he was about to ren¬ 
der, Evans began to suspect 
the judge would grant an in¬ 
junction to block the statute 
from becoming law. 

Referring to Bowers v. 
Hardwick, the infamous deci¬ 
sion by the U.S. Supreme 
Court that upheld a Georgia 
sodomy law, Bayless said 
“This [Amendment 2] is not 
about conduct. This is about a 
class of people,” as Amend¬ 
ment 2 had identified lesbians 
and gays. 

Evans stared at the floor 
lest he betray his emotions. 
“Everything a gay or lesbian 
ever wanted to hear about us 
came out of this judge’s 
mouth,” he said later. 


At 4:45 p.m., Richard 
Evans, openly gay communi¬ 
ty relations assistant to Den¬ 
ver Mayor Wellington Webb 
and a plaintiff in the case, 
started to cry as Bayless 
granted the injunction. The 
packed courtroom burst into 
raucous shouts of joy as les¬ 
bians and gays realized a vic¬ 
tory over Colorado for Fami¬ 
ly Values, the conservative re¬ 
ligious right group that had 
succeeded in gettingColorado 
voters to pass Amendment 2 
by a margin of 53 percent to 
47 percent. The amendment 
to the state constitution pro¬ 
hibits any protections for les¬ 
bians and gays and overturns 
existing gay rights ordinances 
in Denver, Boulder, and As¬ 
pen. 

Bayless also outlined how 
in the upcoming trial on the 
constitutionality of Amend¬ 
ment 2 — which he will hear — 
the burden of proof will fall 
on the state, not the plaintiffs, 
Evans said. And Bayless said 
there was a “reasonable ex¬ 
pectation” that the plaintiffs 
would win their case on the 
merits. (Continued on page 14)

AIDS claimed its 10,000th victim in San Francisco on Jan¬ 
uary 7, declared Mayor Frank Jordan, health department offi¬ 
cials, and the media. But did it? 

Contradicting statistics indicate that the city’s health depart¬ 
ment may have lost track of the actual number of deaths and 
will never again have an accurate count. 

The November 1992 issue of the Washington Monthly mag¬ 
azine referred to “San Francisco, where 11,033 gay and bisex¬ 
ual adults have died of AIDS since the epidemic began.” Iron¬ 
ically, the article’s author was Michael Fumento, who in sev¬ 
eral national magazines has accused gay activists and govern¬ 
ment organizations of inflating AIDS statistics. When contacted 
by the Bay Area Reporter, Fumento said the figure of 
11,033 gay and bisexual deaths was provided to him by the 
San Francisco Department of Public Health Lesbian-Gay 
Health Services division. Jordan’s figure of 10,000, an aide said, 
was provided by the health department’s Information Central 
Office. 

To clear the discrepehcy between the numbers, the B.A.R. 
contacted the health department’s Office of AIDS Surveillance, 
which said that 13,356 San Franciscans had died of AIDS by 
November 30, 1992. Jim Kreger, who works for the state AIDS 
registry in Sacramento, suggested that 10,000 was the number 
for deaths in San Francisco and its 11 surrounding counties 
through June 1991 — nineteen months ago. ▼

Two gay men and a les¬ 
bian who are on active duty 
in the Navy publicly disclosed 
their sexual orientation at a 
Moffett Field Naval Air Sta¬ 
tion rally on January 16. 

Naval Lieutenant Zoe 
Dunning, Hospital Corpsman 
Mike Vallejo, and Navy 
Personnel-man Mark Franks, 
who is stationed aboard the 
USS Mars, made the disclo¬ 
sures to applause and cheers 
from more than 200 support¬ 
ers. 

“I just didn’t want to live 
the lie anymore,” Dunning 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 
“I want every gay and lesbian 
service member to come for¬ 
ward and be counted so that 
people will see that we are 
not afraid and that we want 
to serve proudly without dis¬ 
crimination and without 
shame.” 

A reserve supply officer at¬ 
tached to the Alameda Naval 
Air Depot, Dunning, 29, 
joined the service when she 
was 17 and spent ten years on 
active duty. A 1985 Naval 
Academy graduate, Dunning 
serves one weekend a month 
in the reserves. 

Dunning urged President 
Bill Clinton to sign an execu¬ 
tive order lifting the military 
ban on lesbians and gays and 
said that she is concerned that 
if Clinton creates a study 
group or task force to study 
the issue that he may be 
“sending a weak signal.” 

Mike Vallejo, a hospital 
corpsman assigned to a 
branch medical clinic, says 
that he realizes that he’s “put 
a burden on myself’ by com¬ 
ing out publicly — and will 
probably be investigated and 
processed for discharge. 

“The reaction has been 
pretty good so far but I’m 
sure I’ll be told to go to Naval 
Intelligence Service. I’m sure 


it’s trickled down to my com¬ 
mander,” Vallejo said. 

Vallejo told the Bay Area 
Reporterthat he made the de¬ 
cision to disclose his sexual 
orientation after hearing Dun¬ 
ning speak. 

“It’s something that’s really 
important. I think I’m going 
to be shunned by people that 
I was working and joking 
with just last Friday. But, this 
is a personal choice I have to 
make and I’m willing to put 
my feelings aside and bear 
the burden for awhile,” he said. 

Vallejo said that after he 
heard Dunning come out, he 
knew that he had to. 

“I knew within myself that 
I couldn’t stand by any more 
and that I had to do this. I be¬ 
lieve it’s OK to be queer and 
on active duty in the mili¬ 
tary.” 

Keith Meinhold, a gay U.S. 
Naval Chief Petty Officer 
who came out last year and 
was ordered discharged by 
the Navy but reinstated to 
service last November by a 
federal judge pending a law¬

suit, applauded the trio. 

“I’m very proud to serve 
with them in the Navy. All 
three are very courageous 
and they will need to rely on 
their courage in the coming 
days,” Meinhold said in a 
statement. 

A response from the Navy 
concerning the fate of the ser¬ 
vice members was not avail¬ 
able at press time but the trio 
expects to face discharge pro¬ 
ceedings. ▼

Gay Asian and Pacific Al¬ 
liance will celebrate its fifth 
anniversary on January 30, 
with a banquet and celebra¬ 
tion at the Miyako Hotel in 
Japantown.

'Hepatitis C' Can Be 
Sexually Transmitted

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
hepatitis C virus appears to 
be rarely transmitted through 
sex but lovemaking still may 
play an important role in 
spreading the liver infection, 
researchers reported January 
19. 

“Sexual contact is a very 
infrequent and inefficient way 
of transmitting the virus,” 
said Dennis Osmond, an epi¬ 
demiologist and biostatisti¬ 
cian at the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, San Francisco. “Nev¬ 
ertheless, we think there is 
some evidence it’s being 
transmitted this way.” 

Despite uncommon sexual 
transmission, the number of 
potentially contagious chronic 
carriers of the virus could be 
quite large and therefore 
could infect thousands of peo¬ 
ple each year, the researchers 
noted. 

“Sexual behavior could 
transmit a significant 
proportion of new infections 
in the United States annual¬ 
ly,” they wrote. 

As many as 150,000 Amer¬ 
icans are infected with the 
virus each year, and some 
10,000 die from the resulting 
liver disease and liver cancer, 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention officials esti¬ 
mated. 

One study of 170 hetero¬ 
sexual couples — published in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association — identi¬ 
fied two cases in which a 
partner apparently was infect¬ 
ed through sexual contact. 

Another — reported in the 
Journal of Infectious Diseases 
— found such transmission 
more prevalent among the 
735 gay and bisexual men ex¬ 
amined. The risk of infection 
in this group depended upon 
the number of sexual part¬ 
ners and type of sexual prac¬ 
tices. 

Similar conclusions were 
reached in a third study, re¬ 
ported in JAMA, of 1,292 pa¬ 
tients attending a sexually 
transmitted diseases clinic in 
San Francisco from June to 
July 1990. The report said sex¬ 
ual transmission of the hepati¬ 
tis C virus occurs “infrequent¬ 
ly” and the virus is largely as¬ 
sociated with intravenous 
drug use. 

The virus, identified in 
1989, is transmitted through 
blood transfusions and intra¬ 
venous drug use in 60 percent 
of cases. Doctors have sus¬ 
pected sexual contact as the 
culprit in at least some of the 
remaining 40 percent. Stud¬ 
ies, thus far, have produced 
contradictory results. 

The heterosexual report 
was based on data from the 
California Partners Study of 
AIDS transmission between 
men and women. 

The researchers screened 
blood samples from the 340 
participants for the hepatitis 
C virus. They interviewed at 
least one partner from each 
couple, ranging in age from 
18 to 61. The subjects were 65 
percent white, 15 percent 
black, 15 percent Hispanic 
and 2 percent Asian. 

Of all the participants, 26 
percent tested positive for the 
virus, including 18 percent of 
the women and 33 percent of 
the men. 

The virus was most com¬ 
monly found among those 


with hemophilia or a history 
of intravenous drug use, fol¬ 
lowed by patients who had 
received a blood transfusion. 

Limited data did not allow 
the researchers to determine 
whether transmission was 
more likely to occur from 
male to female or vice versa, 
Osmond said. 

In the second University of 
California study, 4.6 percent 
of the 735 homosexual and bi¬ 
sexual men tested positive for 
hepatitis C. Intravenous drug 
use, blood transfusion and 
sexual behavior were all sig¬ 
nificantly linked with the in¬ 
fection. 

Men with more than 50 
sexual or 25 oral partners a 
year were more likely to be 
infected with the virus than 
those with fewer lovers, the 
researchers found. 

“We found that while hep¬ 
atitis C infection was uncom¬ 
mon, sexual transmission was 
a factor,” Osmond said. T 


Achtenberg's Future: 

Many Rumors, No Comments

The office of Supervisor 
Roberta Achtenberg has de¬ 
clined to comment on how 
long she will remain on the 
San Francisco Board of Su¬ 
pervisors. 

As the former co-chair of 
the Clinton-Gore election 
campaign, Achtenberg is ru¬ 
mored to be in line for an ap¬ 
pointment as an under-secre¬ 
tary of Housing and Urban 
Development in the Clinton 
administration. But when 
asked about the rumors, Acht- 
enberg’s spokesman Alex 
Clemmons told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “I don’t want to 
comment on that.” 

On January 13, Achtenberg 
was appointed to two posts 
by Angela Alioto, new presi¬ 
dent of the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors: to chair 
the Housing and Land Use 


Commitee and to sit on the 
Economic Vitality and Social 
Policy Committee. 

“Supervisor Achtenberg 
has been appointed to the 
committees and she will serve 
on them,” Clemmons told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

However, Clemmons de¬ 
clined to confirm or deny 
whether or not Achtenberg 
has accepted an appointment 
in the Clinton administration 
— or whether an announce¬ 
ment concerning such an ap¬ 
pointment would be forth¬ 
coming. 

“I have no comment,” 
Clemmons said. “I will contin¬ 
ue to have no comment on 
the matter.” 

Achtenberg, 42, former ex¬ 
ecutive director of the Nation¬ 
al Center For Lesbian Rights, 
is counsel to Weller-Drucker, 
a San Francisco law firm. 
The one-time professor of law

Former San Mateo County 
Supervisor Tom Nolan has 
been appointed executive di¬ 
rector of the San Francisco 
Planning and Urban Re¬ 
search Association. 

Nolan completed his 
eighth and final term as the 
only gay member of the San 
Mateo County Board of Su¬ 
pervisors last month. He was 
defeated in November in a 
bid for the U.S. Senate. 

SPUR is a private non¬ 
profit group, with a member¬ 
ship base of 1,200 individuals 
and corporations, which stud¬ 
ies and seeks to develop con¬ 
sensus on approaches and so¬ 
lutions to the city’s problems.

Local Gay Poet Sends Letters 
to U.S. Marines in Somalia

Inspired by his loving 
memories of a gay Vietnam 
veteran who died last year, 
San Francisco poet Gene 
Catalano is sending letters to 
Marines in Somalia in an ef¬ 
fort to comfort soldiers and 
quell homophobia. 

Catalano mailed off the 
first 26 letters to Marines on 
December 30, the birthday of 
Randy Taylor, a veterans’ 
rights activist who fasted for 
40 days in 1984 to convince 
Democratic Party leaders to 
discuss veterans’ issues at 
their national convention. 
Taylor made headlines again 
in 1985 when he shot himself 
in a suicide attempt at the 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial 
in Washington, DC. 

“Randolph was a true 
hero,” Catalano said in a let¬ 
ter to the Bay Area Reporter, 
“the most courageous man 
I’ve ever met. He set an ex¬ 
ample, which I proudly fol¬ 
low. 

“But walking the path of 
joy, I will never imitate 
Randy’s self-destructive ten¬ 


dencies,” Catalano said. 
“Shooting himself before the 
Vietnam Veterans Memorial 
in D.C was, I believe, an in¬ 
appropriate way to renew 
public attention.” 

In his letters to the un¬ 
known soldiers, Catalano sent 
copies of newspaper articles 
on Taylor, as well as original 
poetry and gay-positive de¬ 
cals. 

“I do not know exactly 
how I will impact our troops 
in Somalia,” Catalano said. 
“After 42 years of living in a 
world that predominantly 
wants to stomp me out for be¬ 
ing gay, and losing the most 
wonderful man in my life ... I 
don’t really care what hap¬ 
pens!” 

Catalano is calling on other 
lesbians and gays to send 
their own letters to Marines 
in the ravaged African coun¬ 
try. 

“Yesterday, the phrase go 
tell it to the Marines’ flashed 
through my mind, and I 
laughed: that’s what I’m do¬ 
ing,” he said. “Why don’t you 
do the same?” 

Catalano suggested that

they indicate their sexual ori¬ 
entation, write about hobbies, 
express gratitude for the hu¬ 
manitarian work the Marines 
are carrying out, and offer to 
continue corresponding.

This Majestic 'Roof' 
Raises $ for AIDS

More than $300,000 was 
raised by participating AIDS 
service groups during the 
1992 Christmas shopping sea¬ 
son at Under One Roof, the 
only store in the country 
where 100 percent of all sales 
are turned over to AIDS 
groups. “We reached our goal 
handily,” said Phil Siegel, a 
spokesman for the nonprofit 
venture. “We always knew 
we had the potential to make 
$300,000. Our biggest concern 
now is to keep the store 
stocked.” 

Initially created in 1989 to 
sell fundraising items devel¬ 
oped by nonprofit AIDS 


groups during the holiday 
season, Under One Roof is 
now open year-round, thanks 
to underwriting from 
Chevron Corporation, Miller 
Brewing Company, The San 
Francisco Examiner, and The 
Gap. 

San Frameisco gay philan¬ 
thropist Jim Hormel has also 
established a $10,000 match¬ 
ing grant program to help 
raise funds for rent and mer¬ 
chandise-related expenses. 

The store is more than a 
depository for groups’ mer¬ 
chandise; Under One Roof 
has its own retail profession¬ 
als who meet with participat¬ 
ing AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions to develop commercially 
viable products — all on a vol¬ 


unteer basis. 

Items for sale at the store 
range from toys and gourmet 
foods to clothing, jewelry, 
greeting cards, safe sex kits, 
and other products. 

The top recipients in 1992 
included Project Open Hand 
(which raised $23,457 from 
the sale of merchandise 
there), Visual AIDS ($20,974), 
San Francisco AIDS Founda¬ 
tion ($20,026), DIFFA 
($14,986), and the AIDS Emer¬ 
gency Fund ($9,778). 

A brochure detailing the 
50 AIDS service groups who 
participate in the venture is 
available from Under One 
Roof, located at 2362 Market

Floccinaucinihilipilification 

The above word is, we understand, the longest one 
in the Oxford English Dictionary. Not that we judge 
anything by its size alone — of course — but we are es¬ 
pecially fond of that particular expression: it means 
the action or process of estimating a thing, idea, etc., 
as worthless. 

As we write these words, the dusty remnants of Re¬ 
publicanism are being swept from the White House, as 
the stage is set for a better tomorrow. Americans have 
estimated the last 12 years of GOP nonsense as worth¬ 
less and have sent those responsible for it packing. 
Bush and Quayle have been, we guess, “floccinaucini- 
hilipilificated,” replaced by leaders whose things and 
ideas are worthier. Good riddance to bad rubbish. 

But enough about them — let’s talk about the Clin¬ 
tons and Gores. The new president’s speech, broadcast 
from surprisingly temperate Washington, D.C., even 
managed to lift the three-week gloom here in San 
Francisco and around the country.

Don't Balance the Budget 
On the Backs of the Disabled

I represent Movement Coalition for AIDS 
Awareness, a group of dancers, artists, and ed¬ 
ucators, some living with AIDS, who express 
the realities of HIV and AIDS to the public. 
We design and perform creative dance chore¬ 
ography for AIDS prevention and early inter¬ 
vention. 

For seven years I fought an ongoing strug¬ 
gle with Social Security and the Centers for 
Disease Control, to implement a new definition 
of AIDS. My condition, Bowens Disease, is in¬ 
curable, painful, and will eventually lead to rec- 
tal/colo cancer. Too bad it did not fit their pro¬ 
tocol. A new definition including disabling 
ARC would have allowed me to receive bene¬ 
fits entitled to me from Social Security. 

Now a new AIDS definition has been imple¬ 
mented but my struggle continues. Even with 
the medicare and medi-Cal I now have, the 
meager benefits from Social Security are bare¬ 
ly enough to live on. Now the dishonorable 
Governor Pete Wilson has decided to balance 
our state budget on the backs of people with 
disabilities and poor families with dependent 
children. The Department of Social Services 
has already cut our Social Security benefits — 
and plans are underway for future cuts. We 
cannot allow this to happen. 

So far, while living with this life-threatening 
illness, I have not faced many instances of fi¬ 
nancial hardship; however, I am beginning to 
feel the effects of our governor’s ignorance 
with every new cutback. 

Can we really afford to balance our state 
budget on the backs of disabled people and 
poor families with dependent children? Cond- 
sidering the wealth of so many Californians, is 


this a reasonable solution or just the same old 
Republican protocol? 

I urge you, the people of San Francisco, to 
write and invite our governor to live on this in¬ 
come for a month and experience California 
from this perspective. 

(In addition, I am disturbed by the dishonor¬ 
able John Burton’s job with the prisoners at 
Vacaville California Medical Facility. Even af¬ 
ter their recent hunger strike and medication 
strike, conditions have not improved. Now or¬ 
ganizers are continually subjected to abuse and 
are being targeted for retribution by the cur¬ 
rent administration at Vacaville. Mr. Burton 
has not applied enough pressure to improve 
these conditions. He should force the adminis¬ 
trators of the California Medical Facility to im¬ 
prove them now because people are dying. Are 
these conditons indicative of the intention of 
our state’s financial managers — or of ignorance 
on the behalf of Mr. Burton?) 

The AIDS crisis is not over, so please help 
us send these messages to our governor: to 
stop burdening the disabled and poor people 
with his proposed cutbacks and to help the 
people at Vacaville who cannot help them¬ 
selves.

Viral Apartheid Short of the Mark 

The Jan. 7 RA.R., with the “Viral Apartheid” arti¬ 
cle struck me as having fallen short of the mark. 

The author of the article seems to try to argue that 
HIV-negative support groups are a bad idea because 
they divide our community into the viral haves and 
have-nots. 

He further warns us that these groups could lead 
to official sero-separation in the form of HIV-free 
nightclubs. I can only hope the writer had his tongue 
firmly in cheek when he wrote that. 

It is my strong conviction that HIV-negative support 
groups are NOT divisive, but that they are vital to our 
whole community’s response o AIDS. 

Tim Farrell acknowledges in the article that all are 
affected by the epidemic, and further, that not all are 
affected in the same way. Why, then, does he find it 
so “difficult to rationalize” the need to help the 
uninfected differently than those of us who carry the 
virus? Different problems require differing ap¬ 
proaches. There is no one-size-fits-all solution. 

It is difficult to imagine that anyone in our com¬ 
munity might not know how HIV is transmitted. In 
the face of that, people continue to be infected. Public 
information campaigns are not enough. We must 
allow and encourage HIV-negative people to discuss 
their problems and try to find solutions without fear 
or guilt. 

12-step programs are successful, in part, because 
they allow people to feel they are among people who 
share the exact same set of problems they do. To 
begrudge the entire group of HIV-negatives the sup¬ 
port of their fellows because the author questions the 
motives of a few he met at one meeting, is mean- 
spirited in the least. It is ignorant at best. I would be 
gratified to hear that Mr. Farrell will in the future be 
less preoccupied with people’s motives and more com¬ 
passionate for their needs. 

I am HIV-positive. My partner is HIV-negative. I 
want him to have access to whatever it take to keep 
him that way. We deal with HIV together and our com¬ 
munity must do the same to ensure its survival.

No Apartheid 

Tim Farrell’s article, “Viral Apartheid” was a 
shallow repetition of all the old fears and misconcep¬ 
tions about HIV negative social services — that their 
only function is to find negative husbands, that they 
are about shunning HIV positive men and that they 
divide the community. 

In my work as a gay psychotherapist, I have been 
referring clients to HIV-negative support groups for 
years. In my experience, the only people motivated 
to join such groups are people who are “up to their 
necks” in the epidemic — as caregivers, lovers, sup¬ 
port persons, etc., of HIV-positive men, and have no 
interest whatever in any kind of “apartheid.” To the 
contrary, these services actually improve their abilities 
as support persons. 

The reason is that HIV-negative men have much to 
talk with each other about, and how much support to 
give each other. They can support each other in the 
commitment to remain uninfected, in coping with 
grief and the inevitable multiple losses they must suf¬ 
fer, in coping with caregiver burnout and in dealing 
with survivor guilt and the many other emotional 
challenges of an environment where mass death is an 
omnipresent reality. 

Yet many negative men find themselves attacked, 
misunderstood and maligned when they seek help for 
themselves, because they are the “lucky ones” who 
shouldn’t have need for support. Surely it is 
unreasonable in the extreme to charge that a man who 
attends a negative social function is involved in “apar¬ 
theid”!! I am glad that negative men in increasing 
numbers no longer succumb to this kind of irrational 
shaming, and hope that none who need help and sup¬ 
port are dissuaded from seeking it by this unfortunate 
article.

Denial, Shame, Paranoia 

I must applaud Tim Farrell’s “Viral Apartheid in 
San Francisco” (B.A.R., 7 Jan.). “Negatives Being 
Positive” is sadly indicative of the way AIDS is being 
conceived in its second decade by those who are man¬ 
dated to provide for those affected by HIV. 

While it is inarguable that everyone has the right 
to keep him/herself free from HIV (if s/he is lucky 
enough to not have HIV already), the whole “I’m not 
going to end up toting that wagon” attitude of 
“Negatives Being Positive" is both frightening and 
sickening. It is a very small step from a program such 
as this to an argument such as HIV-positive people 
must only be provided health care by HIV-positive 
physicians, dentists and nurses. It is also rather absurd 
that such a program exists, given that the latest 
seroprevalence estimate is 43 percent among gay men 
in this city; 57 percent uninfected (if the 
seroprevalence figure is accurate) is not a very vast ma¬ 
jority. 

Those of us who are positive, or are AIDS activists, 
or who are negative but have been involved with 
positives romantically or in any other way, should be 


outraged at “Negatives Being Positive”, and doubly 
outraged at the AIDS Health Project for wasting its 
(really our) money on such a program when there is 
so much legitimate need. Who would have thought, 
five years ago, that an AIDS service provision agen¬ 
cy would set up a support group for people who aren’t 
affected by AIDS in any way? Farrell quotes Paul 
Cosey, the marketing coordinator (such a telling job 
description) for the AIDS Health Project, on 
“Negatives Being Positive.” Cosey states, “This group 
is really about living and surviving the epidemic.” Oh 
is it? Isn’t it really about avoidance, about denial, about 
shame, about paranoia? It’s sad, but typical: we need 
an army of lovers, and we get a pack of cowards. 

The only value I can see in “Negatives Being 
Positive” is that it will identify people who I for one 
would never want to be involved with in any way. My 
new name for these types is “ostrich boys”; bury your 
heads in the sand, boys, right up to the neck, while the 
rest of us fight to save your negative asses. And stay 
out of my way.

Investigate Sailor's Murder 

The following letter was sent to President 
Bill Clinton: 

Happy New Year! This is the year our nation begins 
to make some very positive changes with the finest 
elected national leadership we have seen in over a 
decade. Unfortunately, some very sad and disturbing 
events took place last year under a hateful anti-gay 
Republican leadership, that has put a damper on our 
New Year joy. 

I am referring to the Oct. 1992 murder of Petty Of¬ 
ficer Allen Schindler — a gay sailor. He was assign¬ 
ed to the USS Belleauwood. During processing for 
discharge due to homosexuality, he was murdered by 
two shipmates just outside of the U.S. Naval Base in 
Sasebo, Japan. PO Schindler had a very good record 
at his previous assignment aboard the USS Midway, 
but he had trouble in what has been described as a 
living “hell” aboard the USS Belleauwood. 

I am a gay U.S. Naval Academy graduate (Class of 
’83) and a former Marine Infantry Officer who 
understands the intricacies of military leadership. I 
believe that this killing is the tip of a much larger 
iceberg — lack of responsible leadership in the Naval 
Service. It has recently been discovered that several 
gay sailors on board the USS Belleauwood have re¬ 
quested discharges because they fear for their lives. 
Another sailor was assaulted on board the same ship 
because he was gay. It is clear that soon you will fulfill 
your campaign promise to lift the ban on gays in the 
military. What is more important is that we have a 
military environment where leaders are accountable 
for their actions and the actions of their subordinates. 
We need high quality, responsible military leadership. 

I respectfully request that the Justice Department 
take a special interest in this case and take this in¬ 
vestigation out of the hands of the Department of 
Defense so that our military leadership will get a clear 
signal that hate and intolerance will no longer be ac¬ 
cepted. Why didn’t the division officers, department 
heads, the commanding officer and the senior chiefs 
aboard the USS Belleauwood take aggressive action 
to insure PO Schindler’s safety — especially since 
there was evidence that there were those on the ship 
that were homophobic? Why has the Navy refused to 
keep the Schindler family informed about the pro¬ 
gress on the case? Why haven’t PO Schindler’s per¬ 
sonal belongings been safe-guarded and why haven’t 
they been returned to his family? Why was one of the 
participants given only four months brig time? Why 
is the Navy covering everything up? Shouldn’t those 
who failed to take preventive measures be court- 
martialed or given letters of reprimand? 

As one of the leading nations in the free world, it 
is our responsibility to set the example for human 
Rights. How can our military keep our world free when 
they can’t even protect their own? Gays should not be 
bullied out of the service. What we need are solid 
military leaders who can set a positive example and 
ensure that everyone is treated fairly and justly.

The following letter was sent to President¬ 
elect Bill Clinton. 

Your presidential campaign promise of a govern¬ 
ment that is more reflective of the face of the Ameri¬ 
can people and your policy stance on a number of 
gay/lesbian and AIDS issues seem to be far more 
positive to our community than any Presidential ac¬ 
tions in history, but your Cabinet and Senior Ad¬ 
ministrative appointments lead us to suspect that 
these same promises were hollow campaign rhetoric. 

The lack of an openly gay or lesbian appointment 
to your inner circle shows that your much talked about 
plan to end discrmination in federal employment and 
the military are hollow lip service. Actions speak 
louder than words, President Clinton — if there is no 
room for us at your table, then at whose table will we 
find a seat? 

During the campaign that just won you the right to 
serve as our President, the media made numerous 
references to the coming of age of gay/lesbian politi¬ 
cal clout and of the role our community played in your 
election. Both you personally and representatives 
from your campaign organization have publicly 
courted our votes and eagerly solicited our generous 
campaign contributions. While this shows that queer 
visibility has finally emerged in the national politi¬ 
cal arena, your senior-level appointments still deprive 
us of real political representation. Like taxation with¬ 
out representation, we are relegated to campaign con¬ 
tribution without a voice. 

The AIDS cirsis has made our community politi¬ 
cally aware and cohesive. It has also worn our patience 
thin. We will not passively allow our government to 
deny us representation. 

You have yet to announce the appointment of the 
position that is extremely important to our commu¬ 
nity and has been touted as the “AIDS Czar.” We 
strongly urge you to appoint someone who will truly 
represent us, someone well qualified, openly HIV- 
infected and openly queer.

You should note that our members are professionals 
or independent business people, have above average 
incomes and travel extensively for business and plea¬ 
sure throughout the year. These individuals are also 
opinion leaders in their communities, and will be 
asking their families, friends and business associates 
to join in this boycott. 

We urge Colorado business leaders to spearhead the 
fight to repeal Amendment 2, organizing the neces¬ 
sary voters and funding for a successful repeal cam¬ 
paign. Other influential citizens, including civic and 
religious leaders, should explore ways to educate the 
electorate about the importance or civil rights for all 
of the state’s citizens, regardless of age, sex, religious 
affiliation or sexual orientation. 

Governor, we ask you to use whatever legal and po¬ 
litical means you may have to overturn Amendment 
2. We love the great natural beauty of Colorado, and 
look forward to the day what Colorado voters extend 
basic civil rights to its gay and lesbian citizens. Until 
then, we regretfully must decline to visit your great 
state.

Bank. Bank of America’s decision to retreat from your 
June position and continue funding the homophobic, 
discriminatory Boy Scouts of America made it clear 
that as a gay man (and former Boy Scout) I could no 
longer do business with your company. Your wife’s re¬ 
cent vote to stop flying the gay flag over the Harvey 
Milk Library only added to my disgust. 

I had my first checking account with Bank of 
America. My first credit card was a BankAmericard. 
Bank of America has been my bank for the entire time 
I’ve been a resident of California, over ten years in 
total. But I cannot continue to have a financial rela¬ 
tionship with an entity that helps to promote prejudice 
and discrimination. 

Unfortunately, it is still socially acceptable to dis¬ 
criminate against those of use who are not heterosex¬ 
ual. But tell me, if the Boy Scouts had refused to admit 
Jews, or African Americans, would you and your 
associates have come to the same decision? 

I think not. 

I’m sure you’ve heard all the arguments before, and 
ultimately your poor judgement call came down to 
dollars and cents. Well, my dollars and cents have just 
left your bank, Mr. Rosenberg. And by copy of this let¬ 
ter, I am urging all of my family and friends who still 
bank at BofA to move their acounts to other financial 
institutions that maintain higher moral standards 
against discrimination. I believe it is the right thing 
to do.

time — in fact, for the first 
time since Lyndon Johnson, 
California voted Democratic; 
a lot of campaign money 
came from that state, and Bill 
Clinton doesn’t forget.” 

Indeed, it’s good to have a 
Democrat back in the White 
House — particularly one that 
doesn’t for a minute hide his 
fondness for California, and 
its people. I have a feeling 
we’ll see a lot of President 
Bill Clinton in the coming 
years; even his wife has let 
people know she “has a lot of 
friends in California; I have 
always loved the place.” 

Politics and People 

Both Michael Jackson and 
Barbra Streisand performed 
at the Inaugural Gala Tues¬ 
day night, and Hollywood 
stars dpn’t come any bigger 
than that (the mega-superstar 
of them all, Elizabeth Taylor, 
had to decline because of doc¬ 
tor’s orders and Madonna ap¬ 
parently wasn’t invited). 

Although it is still being 
discussed in D.C., I think we 
can probably look for an ex¬ 
ecutive order to end the dis¬ 
crimination against gays in 
the military — President Clin¬ 
ton, according to close aides, 
remains totally committed to 
lifting the ban but a question 
still remains how. Some aides 
have suggested he consider 
asking Defense Secretary-des¬ 
ignate Les Aspin to issue a 
written directive ordering the 
end to discrimination against 
gays; that might somehow 
ease concern among some 
military officials about a pol¬ 
icy change, but it could upset 
some longtime gay supporters 
who have been pushing for a 
more official executive order. 

Dee Dee Myers said this 
week that Clinton’s “commit¬ 
ted to doing it; the executive 
order may be the best way to 
go, but there may be better 
ways to go, but he’ll do it and 
... early in the administration. 

Meanwhile, White House 
communications director 
George Stephanopoulos 
seemed to affirm the idea 
when he said a day later, “I 
expect it will eventually be 
done by executive order, but 
the final decision has not yet 
been made.” 

Vermont State Representa¬ 
tive Ron Squires, 41, who was 
that state’s only openly-gay 
legislator, died last week 
from AIDS; the entire Ver¬ 
mont House of Representa¬ 
tives and State Senate ad¬ 
journed last Wednesday to at¬ 
tend his burial in Guilford, 
Vermont. 

Gore Vidal, in an upcom¬ 
ing Harper’s Bazaar inter- 
view, takes the homophobes 
to task across this country for

trying to suppress gays; Vidal, 
who has never made any se¬ 
cret of his own sexuality, 
comments, “they’re [the reli¬ 
gious right] attempting to 
take away more and more 
people’s rights; imagine say¬ 
ing homosexuals want special 
privileges. All gays want is to 
get insurance, have jobs, teach 
school, and serve in the ser¬ 
vice. Without homosexuals, 
we would have lost every war 
in the last 30 years, and I 
speak having spent three 
years in the second World 
War.” 

Incidentally, Tom Ammi- 
ano, the new president of the 
San Francisco School Board, 
is in Tokyo at the invitation 
of the Japan government, 
helping that country’s educa¬ 
tional system on the subject 
of young gay and lesbian 
school students, etc. 

I don’t know if this is good 
or bad news for the candi¬ 
date, but Assembly Speaker 
Willie Brown last week for¬ 
mally endorsed Assemblyman 
Richard Katz in the April LA 
mayoral election; gay and les¬ 
bian activists in that city are 
reportedly divided between 
Councilmembers Michael 
Woo and Joel Wachs. The 
large field of candidates 
means there will likely be a 
June runoff in that city. 

The forgotten man: When 
Barbara Boxer took her oath 
as a U. S. senator last week it 
marked the end of Alan 
Cranston’s decades-long polit¬ 
ical career; Cranston, once 
one of the Senate’s most re¬ 
spected members, left office 
in disgrace by his own hand; 
Cranston, as one of the so- 
called “Keating 5,” pressured 
federal regulators to go easy 
on Charles Keating, the wiz¬ 
ard of the deceitful savings 
and loan scandal who was 
eventually convicted of 
dozens of federal fraud and 
racketeering charges. Keating 
had paid hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars to political or¬ 
ganizations controlled by 
Cranston — who still has nev¬ 
er admitted any moral guilt 
for his role in the sordid af¬ 
fair that stripped thousands of 


senior citizens of their life 
savings. 

In Sacramento they’re say¬ 
ing if state Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Bill Honig 
beats the felony conflict-of-in¬ 
terest trial now being waged 
against him by the state At¬ 
torney General’s Office, Dan 
Lungren can “kiss his political 
ass goodbye” (Honig accuses 
his right-wing enemies of 
working with Lungren, the 
ultra-conservative AG, in 
hopes of bringing down his 
career). Meanwhile, more and 
more Democrats across the 
state are urging San Francis¬ 
co District Attorney Arlo 
Smith — who lost to Lungren 
in ’90 in the closest-ever 
statewide election — to take 
another shot at the anti-gay 
Lungren in 1994. 

San Francisco friends of 
the late ballet star Rudolf 
Nureyev tell me the interna¬ 
tional dancer learned in 1984 
of his HIV infection, and in 
Paris this week, Nureyev’s 
doctor said he was confirming 
the dancer died of the disease 
“because this is not a disease 
to be ashamed of” and said 
further that the only reason 
Nureyev kept his illness a se¬ 
cret was because “Rudolf 
knew certain countries, no¬ 
tably the United States, barred 
entry to people carrying HIV.” 

The Anchorage, Alaska, As¬ 
sembly (city council) last week 
OK’d an ordinance banning 
job discrimination against the 
city’s gay employees, but May¬ 
or Tom Fink, a Republican, 
has threatened to veto any 
ordinance that would include 
gays among minorities protect¬ 
ed by the city’s civil rights 
code. 

And in Tampa, Florida, gay 
and lesbian activists launched 
a “buycott” program last week, 
in response to voters’ defeat of 
that city’s human rights last 
November. The program is to 
reward businesses that are on 
the side of equal rights and to 
punish those that aren’t. 

The future of AIDS: The 
federal Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention in At¬ 
lanta announced last week that 
the USA will count at least 
415,000 AIDS cases and 
330,000 AIDS deaths by the 
end of 1995. The disease al¬ 
ready has developed in more 
than 242,000 and killed more 
than 160,000 Americans. An¬ 
other 1 million are believed to 
be infected with the AIDS 
virus. However, the epidemic 
isn’t growing as quickly as it 
did in the 1980s, thanks in part 
to prevention efforts among 
gay men. But, according to the 
CDC, because so many gay 
men were infected in earlier 
years, they will continue to 
make up the largest share of 
AIDS cases and deaths. Let’s 
be here for the cure; please, 
God, a breakthrough in this 
new year. ▼

'Working with the 
Walking Wounded'

Being a lesbian columnist 
is not an easy business. Peo¬ 
ple don’t seem to understand 
that the very nature of being 
an opinion writer means be¬ 
ing paid to voice an opinion. 
And being willing to voice an 
opinion in the gay press, espe¬ 
cially as a lesbian writer, has 
got to be one of the more 
masochistic forms of literary 
narcissism. That’s because 
while you may be begrudgin- 
ly invited aboard a mostly 
male newspaper or magazine 
to give it a woman’s voice, 
you will probably find to your 
surprise that it is the lesbians 
who’ll always disagree with 
you the most. 

It’s a funny place in which 
the lesbian columnist finds 
herself, this no-woman’s land 
between acceptance and os¬ 
tracism. Wondering whether 
to stroke or stir up one’s fel¬ 
low sisters. Wondering if 
they’ll ever get that you’re 
there to annoy as much as to 
entertain or inform them. 
And feeling, on occasion, that 
a fan letter or three might 
just make up for all those oth¬ 
ers from tired dykes afraid oi 
their own power — and yours. 

These issues came flooding 
back to me this week when I 
read Donna Minkowitz’s ex¬ 
cellent recent column in The 
Advocate, “Lesbians Without 
a Movement.” Donna is no 
stranger to the art of putting 
herself out on the line and 
dealing with the conse¬ 
quences Articulate and out¬ 
spoken/ she’s been writing 
openly queer stuff for the Vil¬ 
lage Voice for some time 
now, and has been the newly 
revamped Advocate’s only 
woman columnist since they 
pulled Pat Califia out with 
the porno. 

Last June, in the Voice’s 
Gay Pride issue, Donna wrote 
a story about visiting a les¬ 
bian “back room” and of her 
sexual encounter there. She 
also included some thoughts 
about the political and cultur¬ 
al ramifications of this new 
dimension in sexual options 
for lesbians gradually creep¬ 
ing into our collective con¬ 
sciousness in urban centers 
like New York and San Fran¬ 
cisco. At the time I remember 
thinking what a brave piece 
of writing Donna’s story was. 
Especially since I can barely 
walk in the door at Club Ec¬ 
stasy, never mind have anony¬ 
mous, public sex or go on to 
describe and analyze it for an 
audience of thousands. The 
shit, I knew soon enough, 
would fly. 

Sure enough it did, and 
that’s just what Donna’s latest 
Advocate story was about. 


She recounts leaving the es¬ 
teemed lesbo-centric Brook¬ 
lyn Women’s Martial Arts 
Center after the school held a 
meeting to denounce her Voice 
article. Uninvited to it, 
she attended anyway, but 
writes that “no one was will¬ 
ing to speak with” her, only 
to accuse her of such things 
as using her writing “to pro¬ 
mote oppressive, middle-class 
parts of the lesbian communi¬ 
ty.” Writes Donna, “I forgot 
that by organizing politically 
with lesbians I was working 
with the walking wounded.” 

Minkowitz dares to say 
what for many has become 
the unsayable: that lesbians’ 
“terror of anger and our as¬ 
tonishing fear of conflict” has 
produced a community of

“sterile and life-choking” dog¬ 
ma so evident at gatherings 
like the National Lesbian 
Conference held in Atlanta in 
1990, which she terms a com¬ 
plete failure. “Our fear of con¬ 
flict has destroyed many 
more lesbian groups than con¬ 
flict itself has,” she finishes 
her column, which will no 
doubt outrage some women 
further. “Until we take this to 
heart, there is no hope for a 
single-sex lesbian movement.” 

Powerful stuff, and I 
couldn’t have said it better 
myself, if I even dared to. Too 
bad then, that Donna, fed up 
with being the only woman to 
take the heat, quit The Advo¬ 
cate right as that issue hit the 
newsstands. Now there’s one 
less lesbian willing to write 
against the tide of the feel¬ 
good, politically correct, wa¬ 
tered-down and wishy-washy 
journalism that many women 
still demand on being spoon 
fed. No wonder I’ve started 
writing so much about drag 
queens. They’re beautiful, 
they’re freaky, they have a 
sense of humor, they love be¬ 
ing written about, and they 
let me in free to all their 
shows. Must be a lesson in 
there somewhere, Donna, 
don’tcha think? 

Now that I’ve ranted and 
raved I can finally get around 
to promoting the organization 
I meant to write this column 
about in the first place. This 
January marks the one year 
anniversary of San Francis¬ 
co’s Deaf Gay and Lesbian 
Center. Established last year 
by DCARA (Deaf Counseling, 
Advocacy and Referral Agen¬ 
cy) and the United Way, the 
center was established to 
meet the needs of the city’s 
deaf and hard-of-hearing gay 
community, whose members 
often find themselves part of

co.” 

In this day and age when 
two people observe a major 
anniversary it is undoubtedly 
cause for celebration — and to 
a fair number of people — as¬ 
tonishment. Many look at 
them and wonder how they 
did it. Many more wonder if 
they could do it. 

When asked how they’ve 
managed to stay together so 
long, Jan told the Bay Area 
Reporter, “We’ve decided that 
we have a value system that’s 
very similar, and concerns 
that are very similar.” Both 
women were activists in the 
civil rights movement, and 
both pursued professional ca¬ 
reers. Madeleine still main¬ 
tains a law practice, and be¬ 
fore her retirement, Jan was a 
teacher. 

“I had so much respect for 
Jan’s battle every day,” 
Madeleine recalls. “She’d 
come home and talk about 
the kids. She taught them to 
read and to me that was the 
biggest, most important thing 
in the world.” 

At that time Madeline was 
director of marketing for a 
large corporation. Jan adds, 
with a grin, “And I respected 
the money Madeline was 
making.’ 

“The thing is,” Madeline 
says, “Jan has a sense of hu¬ 
mor, and I don’t. I’ve learned 
to have a sense of humor, and 
I think that’s part of growing 
up.” 

They came into their rela¬ 
tionship with a certain 


amount of maturity, Madeline 
acknowledges. “Both of us 
had experiences before we 
met, so we didn’t have the 
need to prove ourselves, ex¬ 
cept to each other.” Obvious¬ 
ly, some people still feel that 
need, no matter how long 
they have spent together. 
“Not if you’ve had somebody 
as hot as Madeline!” Jan ex¬ 
claims, to which Madeline 

adds, “Or as demanding as 
Jan — she took all my energy!” 

When Madeleine began 
working toward her law de¬ 
gree at night, Jan cooked din¬ 
ner every evening before 
class, and even took 

Madeleine’s place during lec¬ 
tures when Madeleine 

couldn’t attend. “She just 
lucked out and the professor 
never called on her,” 

Madeleine says with a laugh. 

It doesn’t seem to matter 
that they came from different 
backgrounds and from oppo¬ 
site ends of the continent. 
Madeleine describes herself 
as a “street kid” from New 
York, and Jan’s youth was 
spent in Alaska and Southern 
California. 

They share a love of trav¬ 
el. At their home, which is 
filled with mementos of their 
journeys, a large map hangs 
on the wall with pins denot¬ 
ing trips to North Africa, 
Egypt, Kenya, Fiji, East Asia, 
Australia, and most of Eu¬ 
rope. They’re proud of each 
other’s past. Jan says that 
Madeleine worked for the In¬ 
donesian Consulate, and 
points to a photo of 
Madeleine with President 
Sukarno. Madeleine says that 
Jan worked for a hospital in 
Israel, and “met Gertrude 
Stein in Paris. 

Neither Jan nor Madeleine 
would claim to be experts, 
but it seemed appropriate to 
ask them what kind of advice 
they would give to people 
who are in a relationship and 
want to stay together. 

Jan stressed the impor¬ 
tance of common values. 
“You don’t develop values to¬ 
gether obviously,” she said, 
“but when you come together 
you have convictions that are 
sympathetic or compatible. I 
could never go out with a Re¬ 
publican.” 

Madeleine adds, “I guess 
you have to fight as hard for 
a relationship to last as you’d 
fight for anything else that’s

meaningful in your life. Ev¬ 
erybody thinks, particularly 
new lesbians coming to the 
city, that this is a wonderful 
candy store. If you’re in any 
big city there’s always a can¬ 
dy store, and there are always 
alternatives. The grass isn’t 
greener elsewhere, the grass 
is what you make of it, and 
you make it grow.” 

Jan introduced a couple at 
the party, saying, “Liz is a 
very important woman to me; 
she sends me around the 
world.” No one knew just 
what to make of that state¬ 
ment until Jan clarified her in¬ 
troduction with the words 
“she’s my travel agent!” Liz 
Phillips and her partner 
Cindy Newman certainly 
make an attractive couple, 
and they have some definite 
ideas on the subject of rela¬ 
tionships. 

“When I met Cindy,” Liz 
says, “it was what I think Jan 
and Madeleine had. I’ve been 
with a lot of women, but this 
is love, and this is worth 
working on and being togeth- 
er. 

“Two years is a lot of hard 
work, and our two years to¬ 
gether has not been a bed of 
roses. We’re struggling to get 
Cindy’s business started, my 
business was only a year old, 
but the reason we’r£ working 
together in all of this is be¬ 
cause we love each other.” 

“The way life is today,” 
Cindy adds, “to stay together 
after 30 years is almost an 
outdated thing. I’m going to 
be 61 years old if we pull this 
off! We’re faced with every¬ 
thing, and if we make it, it 
will be because we love each 
other. If we don’t, it would be 
almost normal in this town. 
People say, ‘Move to San 
Francisco because you’re in a 
gay environment.’ That’s not 
true. Move to San Francisco 
and your odds of having a 30- 
year relationship are slim¬ 
mer!” 

Katherine Kendall and 
Peaches Henning met as co¬ 
workers sharing backgrounds 
in counseling and the educa¬ 
tion system. It was obvious 
during their conversation 
with the B.A.R. that Kather¬ 
ine was the more aggressive 
of the two. She described 
their meeting and said with a 
grin, “I just chased Peaches 
up and down those school 
halls, and wouldn’t let her get 
away!” 

They have now lived to¬ 
gether for 11 years, and 
Peaches offered some insight 
into the kind of family values 
that shape their lives. 

“Because I work with so 
many dysfunctional families,” 
she says, “I think that we 
probably have some of the 
strongest family values of any 
couples that I know. In the 
gay and lesbian community, 
and particularly with couples 
who choose to live a monoga¬ 
mous lifestyle and to make 
that commitment, I think we 
work far harder at making 
our relationships work. We 
look very consciously at the 
fact that it takes work for a 
family to live together, to es¬ 
tablish relationships, to devel¬ 
op contracts, to be honest, to 
deal with feelings.” 

Katherine was more suc¬ 
cinct in her comments: “I 
think family values are ex¬ 
tremely important in any 
community where people val¬ 



ue each other, period.” 

Of all the responses that 
people made throughout the 
evening when the B.A.R. 
asked what could possibly 


keep a couple together for 30 
years, Cindy Newman’s state¬ 
ment stands out: “If I knew,” 
she said, “I’d buy it and

Baird Lauded as Great 
Choice For Attorney General

WASHINGTON - Despite 
the controversy swirling 
around Attorney General- 
designate Zoe E. Baird and her 
hiring of illegal immigrants as 
nannies, Clinton appears to 
have picked a vocal advocate 
for gay and lesbian rights and 
progressive AIDS policy, ac¬ 
cording to a highly placed tran¬ 
sition aide. 

“I know her and it’s the 
best news our community 
could hope for,” said David 
Mixner, an openly gay senior 
adviser to Clinton. ‘‘She is 
very pro-gay and pro-lesbian. 
She is excellent on gay issues. 
She knows people who have 
AIDS, friends. And she’s of 


the generation that knows 
lots of gay and lesbian people 
as a result. 

“She’s going to be abso¬ 
lutely dynamite for us.” 

Baird, 40, is presently the 
vice president and general 
counsel for Aetna Life and 
Casualty. She held positions 
in the Carter administration 
in the Justice Department’s 
Office of Legal Counsel and 
in the White House counsel 
office. 

As the head of the Justice 
Department, Baird will be 
charged with a myriad of 
matters affecting the gay/les¬ 
bian and AIDS communities. 

Once she becomes the na¬ 
tion’s top lawyer, Baird will 


be ultimately responsible for 
the government’s enforce¬ 
ment of the federal ban on 
AIDS discrimination, realized 
in 1992 as part of the Ameri¬ 
cans with Disabilities Act. 

Because the Justice Depart¬ 
ment has jurisdiction over the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion, Baird will also be in 
charge of the federal collec¬ 
tion of statistics on bias-moti¬ 
vated crimes, including those 
motivated by anti-gay preju¬ 
dice. This data collection was 
mandated by 1990’s Hate 
Crimes Statistics Act. 

Her first conflict on that 
front will be a longstanding 
disagreement between 
gay/lesbian rights groups and 
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the Justice Department agen¬ 
cy charged with collecting 
these statistics. Since the pas¬ 
sage of the hate crimes law, 
gay and Jewish advocacy 
groups have criticized the 
agency for allegedly overlook¬ 
ing crimes motivated by bias 
based on religion or sexual 
orientation. For the past two 
years, the minority advocates 
have attempted to remedy the 
standoff by meeting with 
agency staffers and through 
legislation — with mixed re¬ 
sults. 

Baird also will have to 
stake out an administration 
position on hate crimes laws 
which increase penalties on 
certain crimes if they are 
found to be motivated by 
bias. Twenty-two states 
presently have such laws on 
the books and an additional 
seven states are considering 
such laws. A similar federal 
bill died in the Senate last 
year after a filibuster threat 
from Senator Jesse Helms (R- 
N.C.). 

The laws are generally op¬ 
posed by civil liberties groups 
as a violation of the First 
Amendment right to free 
speech, but are backed by 
most gay, feminist, and mi¬ 
nority groups. 

Wisconsin’s hate crimes 
penalties measure is now be¬ 
ing challenged in federal 
court and the Supreme Court 
is expected to hear the case 
this session. Once seated, 
Baird will be charged with 
helping craft the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration’s position on this 
delicate issue. 

With Clinton now formally 
supporting the federal gay 
and lesbian rights bill, Baird 
will also be in charge of the 
administration’s lobbying of 
Congress in support of the 
long-stymied measure. If and 
when the measure is enacted, 
she would then be charged 
with enforcement of the new 
law. 

The Justice Department 
also has final control over the 
Immigration and Naturaliza¬ 
tion Service, which since 1987 
has been enforcing a contro¬ 
versial ban on immigration 
by people infected with HIV. 
While the prohibition on im¬ 


migration and travel was 
scheduled to be repealed in 
1991 after a congressional ac¬ 
tion, last minute lobbying by 
conservatives led the Justice 
Department to sabotage the 
change, leaving the ban intact. 

Clinton has pledged to re¬ 
peal the ban and will need 
support from his new attor¬ 
ney general to enact the 
change. 

While most national gay 
and AIDS groups disavowed 
any knowledge of Baird’s po¬ 
sitions or her past record on 
AIDS and gay and lesbian 
rights, Mixner, who has been 
her friend for more than a 
year, was effusive with praise. 

Having worked with Baird 
at Aetna, Mixner gave the at¬ 
torney general-designate 
glowing reviews for her 
strong positions on AIDS and 
gay rights there, citing her for 
the company’s strong anti-dis¬ 
crimination protections for 
gays, lesbians and people 
with AIDS. 

Aetna is also underwriting 
a January 19 dinner saluting 
Mixner for his work in the 
Clinton campaign and transi¬ 
tion, an action credited to 
Baird. The pre-inaugural din¬ 
ner will raise funds for the 
Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund, a national political 
group that helps elect openly 
gay candidates to local, state 
and national office. 

Baird was suggested for 
the position by transition di¬ 
rector Warren Christopher, 
now Secretary of State-desig¬ 
nate. According to sources, 
Mixner personally escorted 
Baird to the transition head¬ 
quarters in Little Rock prior 
to her nomination. 

“She’ll be a militant on 
hate crimes, there’s no ques¬ 
tion about it,” Mixner con¬ 
cluded. “On things like civil 
rights, hate crimes, the civil 
rights bill, those are easy 
questions for me to answer. 
She’s incredible. 

“More than almost any oth¬ 
er appointment, I’m thrilled 
with that one, from the per¬ 
spective of our 

community.” ▼

WASHINGTON- Joycelyn

No Whip, Please: 
(Maybe) Gay Politico

WASHINGTON - Repre¬ 
sentative Steve Gunderson (R- 
Wisc.), whose sexual orienta¬ 
tion has been the subject of 
controversy, surprised leaders 
in the gay and AIDS commu¬ 
nities here January 4 when he 
announced his resignation 
from a House GOP leader¬ 
ship post. 

“[TJhere is no question that 
the House Republican leader¬ 
ship is becoming increasingly 
hard-right,” said Gunderson in 
resigning his party post. “I do 
not believe our present lead¬ 
ership represents mainstream 
Republicans in this country 
or even in the Congress.” 

In making his announce¬ 
ment, Gunderson noted that 
he informed House Minority 
Whip Newt Gingrich shortly 
before Christmas that he 
would be resigning his post as 
Chief Deputy Whip, a post he 
has held for four years. 

Gunderson, who was re¬ 
elected to a seventh term last 
November, will continue to 
serve in the House. 

The moderate Republican 
lawmaker noted in his state¬ 
ment that he has been voicing 
concerns about “the growing 
image of intolerance” by the 
Republican Party since the 
party’s convention in Houston 
last August. He noted that his 
party efforts will now be 
aimed at revitalizing the mod¬ 
erate wing of the party “both 
within Congress and across 
the nation.” 

Gunderson charged that

preparing to take a confronta¬ 
tional approach to President¬ 
elect Clinton’s proposals, 
pushing an agenda of “con¬ 
frontation and opposition,” 
something he said he opposed 
during President Bush’s term 
of office and will oppose dur¬ 
ing Clinton’s term. 

The announcement came 
as something of surprise to 
Washington gay and AIDS ac¬ 
tivists who have long hoped 
that the Wisconsin lawmaker 
would take a more active role 
in confronting anti-gay and 
AIDS prejudice among the 
party ranks. 

“Congressman Gunderson 
is a conservative-to-moderate 
member of the House whose 
voting record on lesbian and 
gay issues has been mixed,” 
said Gregory King, 
spokesman for the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund. “He 
could not be considered a lib¬ 
eral, yet even his moderate 
philosophy is being made un¬ 
comfortable in the current 
Republican climate. 

“He doesn’t want to be 
tarred by the reactionary 
brush that is sweeping across 
the Republican Party.” 

Other sources suggested 
that Gunderson’s move, while 
a renunciation of the in¬ 
creased power of the right 
wing in the House Republi¬ 
can ranks, may have been tak¬ 
en to avoid a more damaging 
defeat had he chosen to con¬ 
tinue in the House party lead¬ 
ership. 

“I appreciate his motives, 
though I don’t know if it 
would have been better to 


stay and fight,” said Rich 
Tafel, president of the Log 
Cabin Federation, a national 
organization of 26 gay and les¬ 
bian Republican groups. 

The Log Cabin Federation, 
since its birth in the late ’80s, 
has attempted to move the 
national Republican Party to¬ 
wards more moderate stances 
on gay and lesbian rights with 
little success. Since last Au¬ 
gust’s GOP convention, which 
saw far-right forces flex their 
muscle within the party, they 
have joined with moderates 
within the Republican ranks 
to influence their party’s fu¬ 
ture. They now hope to open 
Washington offices by the 
end of 1993. 

Gunderson has been at the 
center of attention for gays 
and lesbians in Washington 
for several years based on 
widespread rumors that he is 
gay. The congressman has 
been seen frequently at sever¬ 
al area gay and lesbian night¬ 
clubs. 

Gunderson’s nightspot 
appearances made newspaper 
headlines in Washington and 
in his home district in 1991 
when, after being spotted by 
AIDS activists in a suburban 
Virginia gay bar, radical ac¬ 
tivist Michael Petrelis threw a 
soft drink on the lawmaker. 

As news of the fracas hit 
the press, Gunderson refused 
to express his sexual orienta¬ 
tion to reporters, but did ac¬ 
knowledge that he frequents 
nightclubs that cater to gays 
and lesbians. ▼ 
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Methodists May Move '96 
Convention from Colorado

At least three United 
Methodist Church groups so 
far have asked that the 
church move its next General 
Conference — three years be¬ 
fore it is even set to happen. 
The 1996 conference was orig¬ 
inally planned for Denver, 
Colorado, but the groups are 
already asking to have it 
moved elsewhere as a re¬ 


sponse to the passage of 
Amendment 2, the anti-gay 
constitutional amendment ap¬ 
proved by that state’s voters 
in November of 1992. 

Among the groups asking 
the denomination to move the 
conference are the California- 
Nevada Annual Conference of 
Ministers and Laity and the 
Methodist Federation for So¬ 
cial Action. 

Although “an enormous 
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amount of time and energy” 
has been invested in the plan¬ 
ning for the Denver confer¬ 
ence, according to MFSA Ex¬ 
ecutive Director George Mc- 
Clain> the passage of Amend¬ 
ment 2 “is a moral emergency 
requiring emergency re¬ 
sponse.” 

The requests for a shift 
will be considered when the 
group meets in Denver this 
spring. No date has been set 
for that meeting. 

“It will be a matter for the 
commission to consider,” said 
John Thomas, president of the 
Commission on the General 
Conference. “We have a con¬ 
tractual obligation with the 
Denver Convention Bureau. If 
we should break it, I don’t 
know what the penalties 
would be.” 

UM Bishop Melvin Talbert 
of San Francisco is the chair 
of the Conference of Min¬ 
istries of the California-Neva- 
da Conference, one of the 
groups urging the 9 million- 
member denomination to 
hold the meeting out of state. 

The meeting of the denom¬ 
ination’s top legislative body 
is held every four years, and 
is expected to draw about 
1,000 delegates — including 
clergy from all over the world 
— and 2,000 visitors. So far, 
the state of Colorado has lost 
several other conventions of a 
comparable size in 1993, but 
this is the first intimation that 
Amendment 2 may impact 
Colorado’s business for years 
to come. ▼

The injunction hearing it¬ 
self was unprecedented, with 
scores of lesbians and gays 
testifying about their lives — 
all of which was broadcast 
“live” on Court TV. The 
lawyers seeking an injunction 
had to prove that if Amend¬ 
ment 2 went into effect gays 
and lesbians would be in 
“danger of immediate and ir¬ 
reparable harm” and would 
be relegated to second-class 
citizenship with no access to 
legal recourse if they are fired 
or evicted. 

Angela Romero, an openly 
lesbian Denver police officer 
with 16 years on the force, 
testified about harassment 
and fearing for her safety af¬ 
ter experiencing “suspicious 
delays” in getting back-up on 
emergency response calls. 
Romero, along with tennis 
great Martina Navratilova, is 
a plaintiff in the lawsuit to 
overturn Amendment 2. 

But the trial for an injunc¬ 
tion may prove to have even 
wider ramifications. For four 
days the plaintiffs document¬ 
ed how: under Amendment 2, 
lesbians and gays are a class 
of people, not simply individ¬ 
uals making sexual behav¬ 
ioral choices; how the “ratio¬ 
nale” for Amendment 2 
stemmed from the Bible — a 
clear violation of the separa¬ 
tion between church and 
state; how the amendment’s 


Anti-Gay Violence 
Escalates In 
Colorado-Of Course

Anti-gay violence is on the 
rise in Colorado in the wake 
of Amendment 2, according 
to the Anti-Violence Project 
of the Gay and Lesbian Com¬ 
munity Center of Colorado. 

The group, which trains 
law enforcement personnel 
throughout the state, has had 
20 reports of hate violence in 
the first two weeks of Jan¬ 
uary, according to staffer 
Ryan Kennedy. 

“Most of the calls concern 
property damage and vandal¬ 
ism, with a lot of damage 
done to cars. One person had 
the whole steering column 
and dashboard ripped out of 
their car. Another person had 
the soft-top of their car 
slashed,” Kennedy told the 
Bay Area Reporter. 

Three calls reported phys¬ 
ical violence, including an in¬ 
cident where a gay couple 
was forced off the road after a 
car behind theirs apparently 
noticed a bumper sticker op¬ 
posing the anti-gay amend¬ 
ment. 

In another incident, a les¬ 
bian was getting off a Denver 
RTD bus and was trounced 
by two skinheads. 


Kennedy reports that the 
intervention of bus passen¬ 
gers brought the attack to a 
halt, but the assailants fled. 

In another incident, a les¬ 
bian was physically assaulted 
while leaving a restaurant af¬ 
ter her attacker noted the 
women’s lover and child in a 
waiting car that had lesbian 
visibility bumper stickers. 

Property damage also in¬ 
cludes reports of spray paint¬ 
ed houses — and although the 
reports the agency receives 
have mostly been from the 
Denver metropolitan area, the 
agency is now beginning to 
get reports from other parts 
of the state, including Aspen 
and Colorado Springs, the 
birthplace of Amendment 2. 

Kennedy said that the law 
enforcement professionals 
that his group trains about 
anti-gay violence are “anxious 
to hear more about anti-gay 
violence and hate crimes. 

“The Denver Police Depart¬ 
ment has been very respon¬ 
sive,” he said. 

But, Kennedy noted that 
law enforcement officers from 
the more rural parts of the 
state, while concerned about 
the issues, are sometimes re¬ 
sistant to urban professionals 
training them. ▼ 


sponsors were tied to national 
religious right organizations; 
and — once again — how ho¬ 
mosexuality is not an illness. 

Psychologist John Gon- 
siorek testified for the plain¬ 
tiffs that documents used by 
Colorado for Family Values 
included “religious justifica¬ 
tions for the systematic dis¬ 
crimination” of lesbians and 
gays who could be “re¬ 
deemed” if they embraced re¬ 
ligion, according to a report 
in the Los Angeles Times. 

The state presented Dr. 
Joseph Nicolosi, long de¬ 
nounced by gay activists, who 
claims to be an “expert” in 
“reparative therapy.” Nicolosi 
testified that “Homosexuality 
is not a sexual problem, it’s 
an identity problem,” accord¬ 
ing to a report in the Times. 
“The unhappiness or symp¬ 
toms associated with homo¬ 
sexuality are not due to soci¬ 
ety’s homophobia, but arise 
from the condition itself.” 

“We wiped the floor with 
Nicolosi,” Evans said. “I 
thought — this girl’s tired.’ He 
comes off as so slimy.” 
Though Nicolosi adamantly 
disassociated himself from 
Traditional Values Coalition 
head Lou Sheldon, Evans 
said he did acknowledge par¬ 
ticipating in Sheldon’s 
national symposiums on the 
“Preservation for the Hetero¬ 
sexual Ethic.” 

However, after plaintiffs’ 
attorney Jeanie Winer read a 
transcript of Nicolosi’s dam¬ 
aging appearance on ABC’s 
20/20, and after he admitted 
that he had never “cured” 


anyone and that homosexuals 
do experience discrimination, 
Nicolosi “ran out of the court¬ 
room,” Evans said. “If he 
shows up anywhere around 
the country, this record shows 
how to deal with him.” 

But as pleased as they are 
with the injunction, it will not 
affect the current national 
boycott of the state, says Boy¬ 
cott Colorado spokesperson 
Robert Briggs-Daniel. “Amend¬ 
ment 2 is still on the books. It 
still hurts us. It hasn’t been 
overturned until the courts 
decide,” he said. 

Briggs-Daniel also said a 
group called the National 
Supremacists are in Denver 
to join a Ku Klux Klan rally 
on Martin Luther King Day 
and to support Amendment 2. 
“We think Colorado is mov¬ 
ing in the direction the nation 
should go,” Briggs-Daniels 
quoted a supremacist as say¬ 
ing in the Rocky Mountain 
News. 

“This is spreading like a 
disease,” Boycott Colorado’s 
Terry Schleder said, noting 
that Oregon Citizen Alliance’s 
Lon Mabon announced on 
January 14 that he was 
launching anti-gay ballot in¬ 
itiatives in 32 small cities in 
Oregon. 

“We need to intensify the 
boycott. This is not the time to 
get complacent,” she said. 
Our civil rights should never 
be voted on by the majority. 
We need to push for the Gay 
and Lesbian Civil Rights 
Bill.” Y

Controversial Home HIV 
Test Awaits FDA Approval 


New Vaccine 
Study Announced

Adults with HIV infection 
who have more than 600 T- 
cells and have never taken 
anti-retroviral drugs such as 
as AZT or ddl are sought for 
a second-phase AIDS vaccine 
clinical trial. 

The University of Califor¬ 
nia, San Francisco-sponsored 
study of the prospective 
AIDS vaccine “gp 120” will 
be conducted at San Francis¬ 
co General Hospital. The sec¬ 
ond phase of the study will 
test whether the vaccine can 
improve the immune function 
of persons already infected 
with HIV. 

The first phase of the 
study established that the vac¬ 
cine is well tolerated and that 
people without HIV infection 
develop antibodies to fight 
the virus as well as enhanced 


immune functioning after vac¬ 
cination, according to Dr. 
James Kahn, UCSF clinical 
director of medicine who is 
conducting the trial. 

The second phase of the 
national study is a random¬ 
ized placebo trial. Half of the 
participants will receive an in¬ 
ert substance in place of the 
vaccine. 

The study will be conduct¬ 
ed for three years. Partici¬ 
pants will be seen once a 
month for the first six 
months, and every other 
month for the remainder of 
the study. 

One of two West Coast 
sites for the trial, which is be¬ 
ing conducted at 16 sites 
around the country, UCSF/ 
SFGH seeks 100 participants.

PORTLAND - The Food 
and Drug Administration 
(FDA) is continuing to review 
clinical tests of a controversial 
oral specimen collection de¬ 
vice called OraSure that is 
manufactured in Oregon. The 
patented device collects an 
oral secretion called “mucosal 
transudate” that is later tested 
to detect oral antibodies 
against human immunodefi¬ 
ciency virus (HIV). 

OraSure was developed by 
Epitope, Inc., a Beaverton, 
Oregon, biotechnology and di¬ 
agnostics testing firm. The 
company also developed and 
markets the EPIblot Western 
Blot kit used in testing blood 
to confirm the presence of 
HIV infection. 

Although the OraSure col¬ 
lection device has been de¬ 
scribed previously in mass 
media stories as a “saliva 
test,” that is an inaccurate de¬ 
scription. Since HIV-1 anti¬ 
bodies do not show up in suf¬ 
ficient concentration in saliva, 
OraSure does not deal with 
whole saliva but rather a part 
of it called mucosal transu¬ 
date. Furthermore, testing is 
not done by the device, but 
only after the specimen is col¬ 
lected in a vial and sent to a 
lab. 

The device, consisting of a 
cotton pad on a nylon stick, is 
inserted between a person’s 
gums and cheek for two min¬ 
utes. The pad is then placed 
in a specimen vial containing 
a preservative, and the stick 
is removed to avoid contami¬ 
nation. 

The specimens are tested 
in labs, using the ELISA 
screening test and again with 
the EPIblot Western Blot con¬ 
firmatory test if there is a pos¬ 
itive indication. 

The concept behind the 
product is to make testing for 
AIDS antibodies quicker and 
cheaper, as well as being non- 
invasive to the person being 
tested. This would encourage 
more testing of individuals at 
risk for contracting AIDS, 
many of whom avoid blood 
tests. 

The device also avoids the 
dangers of needle sticks and 
other exposure to AIDS-in¬ 
fected blood. The test speci¬ 
men pads “contain antibodies 
to the virus rather than the 
[AIDS] virus itself,” said Epi¬ 
tope senior vice president An¬ 
drew Goldstein. 

Jim McClain, a staff mem¬ 
ber of the National Associa¬ 
tion of People With AIDS 
(NAPWA) in Washington, 
D.C., testified before an FDA 
hearing in December. Mc¬ 
Clain spoke in favor of Ora¬ 
Sure, as long as certain condi¬ 
tions are met for its use. 

“We insist that the Centers 
for Disease Control (CDC) 
guidelines for pre- and post¬ 
test counseling be followed 
and, as necessary, evaluated 
and updated for this testing 
instrument,” McClain said. “A 
primary advantage,” he said, 
“will be the ease of adminis¬ 
tration it will introduce to the 
testing process.” 

W. Shepherd Smith, Jr., 
president of Americans for a 
Sound AIDS/HIV Policy, said 
at the same FDA hearing that 
“this device could readily be 


integrated into the present 
training and counseling strat¬ 
egy we have embarked on as 
a nation.” Smith called Ora¬ 
Sure a “significant advance¬ 
ment in HIV diagnostics.” 

In a preclinical trial at the 
VA Medical center in Port¬ 
land, the mucosal transudate 
testing method showed the 
exact same results as Western 
Blot blood tests, according to 
Dr. John Fitchen, vice presi¬ 
dent of research and clinical 
activities at Epitope. The 
Portland VA also conducted 
FDA-approved clinical trials, 
as did San Francisco General 
Hospital and other medical 
centers. 

Epitope hopes to market 
OraSure to such professional 
settings as doctors’ offices, 
sexually transmitted disease 
clinics, emergency rooms, the 
military, correctional institu¬ 
tions and drug-maintenance 
clinics. The company is also 
working on a second-genera¬ 
tion version called OraQuick 
Rapid AIDS Screening Test. 
The OraQuick testing device 
would actually provide test 
results within minutes. 

More than 800,000 Ora¬ 
Sure kits were shipped to the 
insurance industry in 1991 
where they were used by in¬ 
surance agents. The FDA 
halted further domestic ship¬ 
ments pending its approval 
by the FDA. However, Ora¬ 
Sure is now being used in at 
least 15 foreign countries, in¬ 
cluding Mexico. 

Testing for HIV and hep¬ 
atitis is almost a billion dollar 
industry, and rapidly expand¬ 
ing. Many doctors are caution¬ 
ary about OraSure and simi¬ 
lar devices because counsel¬ 
ing may not always be pro¬ 
vided to those who test posi¬ 
tive for HIV. 

Dr. Robert McAlister, 
manager of the Oregon 
Health Division’s HIV preven¬ 
tion program, said that he is 
“concerned” because of the 
counseling factor. “In the pub¬ 
lic health arena, we are as 
concerned with counseling as 
with testing,” Dr. McAlister 
said. “We’re not satisfied that 
Epitope is addressing the 
counseling issue.” 

The Oregon Health Divi¬ 
sion is particularly concerned 
about Epitope’s plans to offer 
OraSure as a home test kit if 
FDA approval is granted. In a 
1990 letter to the FDA (from 
Dr. Michael Skeels, adminis¬ 
trator, and Dr. Laurence Fos¬ 
ter, acting state health officer), 
the health division argued 
that “the potential for adverse 
emotional reaction on receipt 
of a positive test result is 
great. Approval of a home 
test kit would lead to incom¬ 
plete reporting, and impede 
our ability to notify persons 
in danger of infection.” 

The letter concluded that 
“the need for home testing 
based on the perceived bene¬ 
fits of confidentiality appears 
tenuous. Anonymous testing 
with counseling and partner 
notification is already avail¬ 
able, free of charge, in every 
county in Oregon. We strong¬ 
ly urge you to disallow any 
application for approval of 
home test kits, given the pub¬ 
lic health implications of this 
new technology.” 

In a written statement, 
Epitope’s Goldstein said that 


“we are now considering 
ways to address the questions 
of counseling and anonymity 
that would arise with 
widespread use of the test. 
One option that we are con¬ 
sidering is contracting AIDS 
hotlines or counseling centers 
to inform people of the re¬ 
sults of their tests and what 
to do if the test is positive.” 

Mica Smith, executive di¬ 
rector of the Cascade AIDS 
Project in Portland, expressed 
the same opposition to any 
home testing device for HIV. 
Smith said that “it’s not a bad 
idea as far as its testing abili¬ 
ty; I have no problem with 
that. But anonymous phone 
counseling is not adequate,” 
Smith said. “If someone tests 
positive for HIV, they need 
face-to-face counseling.” 

Smith said that Epitope 
has not talked with Cascade 
AIDS Project in the year he 
has been executive director. 
He added that Epitope “main¬ 
ly wants to sell a product.” 
Smith said that the OraSure 
device “could be useful” in a 
professional HIV test site 
since proper counseling 
would be provided there, as it 
is with blood testing. 

Dr. Joyce Schwartz (a 
pathologist at the University 
of Texas Health Science Cen¬ 


ter in San Antonio, stated in a 
July letter that “although I 
have not personally seen the 
data obtained from the vari¬ 
ous testing sites, I have spo¬ 
ken with Dr. Fitchen at 
length. I believe his compa¬ 


ny’s product, OraSure, has de¬ 
veloped an excellent method¬ 
ology and will be of tremen¬ 
dous use in screening mass 
populations for a variety of 
diseases, including AIDS and 
hepatitis.” ▼

The 1992 Scabbies

It being the new year and 
a darn cold winter to boot, 
this is clearly a propitious mo¬ 
ment to announce the 1992 
Scabbies, awarded annually 
by A.Q.U.A.N.E.T. (Anarchis¬ 
tic Queers United to Advo¬ 
cate Necessary Educational 
Terrorism) to identify and 
honor some of the many pests 
that infest the queer commu¬ 
nity. 

We regret that lack of 
space does not permit us to 
mention all deserving candi¬ 
dates, but keep in mind the 
broad field we have to cover. 
To limit the scope, we 
refused to consider nominees 
whose crimes were merely fi¬ 
nancial and probably motivat¬ 
ed by simple greed: thus both 
the gay Pride Parade honcho 
who pocketed $20,000 of com¬ 
munity money and the “Char¬ 
ity Thief’ who made off with 
$8,000 collected in penny jars 
for the AIDS Emergency 
Fund were excluded. 
Frankly, such penny-ante an¬ 
tics are just not Scabbie mate¬ 
rial. We demand, in addition 
to other flaws, blatant dis¬ 
plays of truly massive stupid¬ 
ity. This was present in abun¬ 
dance in the Bank of Ameri¬ 
ca’s unfortunate floundering 
all throughout its unhappy in¬ 
volvement in the recent Boy 
Scouts boycott. 

To recap the sorry chronol¬ 
ogy: BofA, upon being in¬ 
formed that the Boy Scouts 
banned gay members and 
troop leaders, announced that 
it would no longer make do¬ 
nations to that organization; 
then, when some homophobic 
suburban account-holders 
threatened a boycott, BofA re¬ 
versed its position and an¬ 
nounced that it would sup¬ 
port the Scouts, citing minor 
(and mostly fictional) changes 
in Scout policy; the next day 
the Scout’s national leader¬ 
ship re-affirmed their homo- 
phobic policy, clearly gloating 
over BofA’s craven reversal. 

Outraged, the gay commu¬ 
nity mobilized against the 
Bank, and Supervisor Achten- 
berg authored a motion di¬ 
vesting about $6 million of 


city money from BofA. It 
passed; was vetoed by Mayor 
Jordan; and finally failed to 
muster enough votes to over¬ 
ride the veto when Supervi¬ 
sor Willie Kennedy — who’d 
very recently campaigned on 
her promise to support the 
BofA boycott — abstained 
(twice) on the crucial vote. Fi¬ 
nally, last week, BofA quietly 
commented that it has no 
plans to give any money to 
the Boy Scouts this year or in 
the immediate future. 

It’s hard to see why BofA 
didn’t just keep its mouth 
shut in the first place. If it re¬ 
ally wanted to fund the 
Scouts, why did it initially 
agree not to? If it didn’t, 
and/or didn’t really care one 
way or the other, why the 
embarrassing reversal? And 
why, after winning the veto 
vote, did it recant its reversal? 
However, it does score bonus 
points for setting up a situa¬ 
tion where everyone lost: the 
gay community has been 
handed a very public setback; 
Achtenberg ends up looking 
like a futile crusader for polit¬ 
ical correctness; Kennedy was 
exposed as a corrupt, spine¬ 
less, lying hypocrite; Mayor 
Jordan came across as a gratu¬ 
itous homophobe; the Scouts 
end up losing their donations; 
and BofA is still mired in a 
PR nightmare. Now, this is 
Scabbie material! 

BofA wins the award in 
the Corporate Stupidity cate¬ 
gory and a free consultation 
with A.Q.U.A.N.E.T.’s crack 
corps of spin doctors, the 
Rhetoric Assault Team. 


Who benefits? 

The other award, in the 
“Morons or Provocateurs?” 
category, goes to the anony¬ 
mous author(s) of a leaflet at¬ 
tributed to “ACT UP/Under- 
ground.” The flyer denounces 
the approval of ddC, declares 
all anti-virals to be a con¬ 
scious plot to poison HIVers, 
accuses the AIDS treatment 
underground of taking secret 
payoffs from “cold-hearted 
Swiss profiteers” and — its 
crowning glory of pseudo-left 


phrase mongering — accuses 
Martin Delaney and Project 
Inform of agreeing to “deliver 
its own community to nucleo¬ 
side slavery, bound in the 
chains of corporate greed!” 
That alone is an award-win¬ 
ning phrase, full of sibilant al¬ 
literation, and I’ve commis¬ 
sioned T-shirts, buttons and 
stickers trumpeting “Victim 
of Nucleoside Slavery!” over 
the Burroughs Wellcome cor¬ 
porate logo (a cute little uni¬ 
corn). 

We were, however, uncer¬ 
tain as to whether the leaflet 
might not have been pro¬ 
duced by sincere, but ex¬ 
tremely stupid, activists as op¬ 
posed to out-and-out 
AIDSphobes attempting to 
pose as extremely stupid ac¬ 
tivists. For example, the run¬ 
ner-up in this category, a 
sleazy mail-order operation 
named “H.O.P.E.” that tries 
to sell HIVers a listing of 
“cures” that will “return them 
to HIV-negative,” was rejected 
as being merely a somewhat 
ruthless and shabby ripoff, 
whereas “ACT UP/Under- 
ground” seemed more likely 
to be motivated by true evil. 
This was finally confirmed by 
two factors: the anonymity of 
the flyer, which made legiti¬ 
mate investigation of its 
charges impossible, and its 
closing demand that the fed¬ 
eral government crack down 
on AIDS activists. Who, we 
asked, would benefit from 
that? Our leading guesses, in 
order, were: out-of-work FBI 
operatives looking for new 
business; AIDSphobic Nazis 
or KKK types; or disgruntled 
AIDS profiteers discouraged 
by the limited range of scams. 

Whoever you are, “ACT 
UP/Underground” you’ve 
won a Scabbie; in your case, a 
somewhat aged two-month 
supply of underground ddC 
(of a batch later declared sub¬ 
standard by federal investiga¬ 
tors — I never got around to 
throwing it out). We’d also be 
glad to recommend you for a 
job with Bank of America’s 
public relations department; 
they could use a few good slo¬ 
gan writers. T

Because deposits for accom¬ 
modation are largely non-re- 
fundable, this has placed the 
organization under severe fi¬ 
nancial strain.

Lunney ex¬ 
pressed his support for dis¬ 
crimination against lesbians 
and gays, saying “it is absurd 
to create a protected minority 
out of those who choose to 
proclaim their preference for 
practicing sodomy and anal in¬ 
tercourse ...”

The January 4 issue of 
Electronic Media, a weekly 
magazine for media profes¬ 
sionals, contained a great arti¬ 
cle on creating a supportive 
workplace environment for 
lesbians and gay men.

“Creating a Climate for Com¬ 
ing ‘Out’.”

employees, that they encour¬ 
age them to share as much of 
their family life as straight em¬ 
ployees do, and that they let it 
be known that homophobic 
and racist jokes are inappro¬ 
priate.

As we reported to you a 
few months ago, the Western 
Association of Schools and 
Colleges will in February 
adopt a policy statement on di¬ 
versity. The statement will 
serve as guidelines for accred¬ 
ited colleges throughout the 
west. In its proposed form, the 
guidelines require that mem¬ 
ber organizations must 
“demonstrate commitment to 
the ... diversity of ethnic, social 
and economic background 
among its members by mak¬ 
ing positive efforts to foster 
such diversity.” But when it 
comes to sexual minorities, 
member institutions will be 
free to “follow varying policies 
based upon institution mission 
and religious conviction, with 
respect to the admission and 
employment of different sexu¬ 
al orientations.” In other 
words, when bigotry takes the 
form of homophobia, it’s a per¬ 
missible “religiousconviction.”

Seattle Times 

When the media dares to 
treat lesbian and gay people 
the same as they treat hetero¬ 
sexuals, the reaction is often 
hate mail and boycotts. When 
the Seattle Times, on January 
3, published a profile of les¬ 
bian military hero Margarethe 
Cammermeyer, the paper’s ex¬ 
ecutive editor included a level 
headed appeal to his readers. 
Michael Fancher, the editor, 
recounted how such stories 
usually provoke hate mail, 
cancelled subscriptions, and 
accusations that the paper is 
“promoting a homosexual 
agenda.” He pointed to Cam- 
mermeyer’s accomplishments, 
arguing that a profile of her 
would be appropriate no mat¬ 
ter what her sexual orienta¬ 
tion. He pointed out that 
“Seattle has a large, diverse 
and increasingly active gay 
community. Our responsibility 
as a newspaper is to cover it 
as we would any other seg¬ 
ment of our society.” He 
closed the piece by hoping 
that “today’s story helps every¬ 
one better understand the is¬ 
sue in human terms.” 

Of course Fancher’s appeal 
for objectivity is bound to 
raise more ire —you may ex¬ 
press your appreciation for his 
attempts to open minds by 
writing to Michael R. Fancher, 
RO.

“Christian Beware” pro¬ 
claimed the two-inch high 
block letters in a full-page ad 
that ran in the October 30 is¬ 
sue of USA Today. The ad¬ 
vertisement, which ran on the 
Friday before election day, 
warned readers not to “put 
the economy ahead of the 
Ten Commandments.” 

The ad went on to inform 
potential voters of Governor 
Bill Clinton’s positions on sev¬ 
eral issues and the Bible vers¬ 
es those positions violate. 

Clinton promotes giving 
condoms to teenagers in pub¬ 
lic schools, it charged, violat¬ 
ing Exodus 20:12 (Honor thy 
father and thy mother). 

He supports the “homosex¬ 
ual lifestyle,” and wants ho¬ 
mosexuals to have special 
rights, violating Exodus 20:14 
(Thou shalt not commit adul¬ 
tery) and Leviticus 20:13 (If a 
man also lie with mankind, as 
he lieth with a woman, both 
of them have committed an 
abomination). “Bill Clinton,” 
the ad declared, “is promoting 
policies that are in rebellion 
to God’s Laws. In our desire 
for change, do we really want 
as a president... a man ... who 
supports this type of behav¬ 
ior?” it asked. 

The ad acknowledged 
“tough economic times” but, 
“God forbid that we sell out 
our most sacred beliefs in a 
vain hope of financial gain. 
How can we expect God to 
bless our economy if we 
plunge down a path of im¬ 
morality? 

“How then,” the ad con¬ 
cluded, “can we vote for Bill 
Clinton?” 


While the advertisement 
may resemble the campaign 
rhetoric of right-wingpolitical 
candidates and campaign 
committees, the fine print at 
the bottom bore out the dif¬ 
ference. 

“This advertisement was 
co-sponsored by The Church 
at Pierce Creek, Daniel J. Lit¬ 
tle, Senior Pastor, and by 
churches and concerned 
Christians nationwide.” 
Futher, it said, “Tax-de¬ 
ductible donations for this ad¬ 
vertisement gladly accepted.” 
A Friday full-page ad in USA 
To day costs around $65,000. 

Churches, which are tax- 
exempt and the recipients of 
tax-deductible contributions, 
are organized under section 
501(c)3 of the Internal Rev¬ 
enue Service Code. And the 
rules governing 501(c)3 organi¬ 
zations prohibit political cam¬ 
paigning for or against a can¬ 
didate, according to an IRS 
spokesperson who spoke to 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

While the Taxpayer Priva¬ 
cy Act prohibits the IRS from 
discussing, even whether or 
not an individual or organiza¬ 
tion is under investigation, 
the ad in USA Today clearly 
violates the rules based on a 
federal court ruling against 
Christian Echoes, a national 
ministry. In a hearing at 
which Echoes’ 501(c)3 status 
was revoked, the court ruled 
that a church engaged in sub¬ 
stantial activity aimed at in¬ 
fluencing legislation was not 
entitled to an exemption from 
taxes, even if religiously mo¬ 
tivated. 

Direct and indirect appeals 
to legislators or the public, 
the court said, were enough 


to constitute efforts to influ¬ 
ence legislation, and “efforts 
to defeat liberal political can¬ 
didates, while not a formal 
endorsement of any other 
candidate, amounted to inter¬ 
vention in political campaign¬ 
ing.” 

In denying Echoes’ free 
speech claims, the court went 
on to say that if an organiza¬ 
tion or church contacts or 
urges the public, or partici¬ 
pates in any activity aimed at 
influencing any legislation or 
administrative body, it cannot 
make use of 501(c)3 donations. 

The court did not consider 
this infringingon the church’s 
First Amendment rights, say¬ 
ing the church could engage 
in as much free speech as it 
wanted, but not while simul¬ 
taneously claiming tax-ex¬ 
empt status. 

So why did the recent elec¬ 
tion see religious organiza¬ 
tions attempting to mix poli¬ 
tics and religion in greater 
proportions? 

West Hollywood attorney 
John Duran, who four years 
ago filed a complaint against 
the Reverend Louis P. Shel¬ 
don and his Traditional Val¬ 
ues Coalition for political 
campaigning, believes it is 
due to a lack of enforcement 
by the current IRS commis¬ 
sioner — somethinghe hopes a 
Clinton appointment will 
change. 

“I believe Commissioner 
Fred Goldberg is sitting on 
his hands on these cases be¬ 
cause of the religious right’s 
influence in Republican poli¬ 
tics,” Duran told the B.A.R. 
“A new commissioner may 
have the courage to go after 
these groups.” ▼

Bay Area's Adam Behrman: Always Russian Around

When Adam Behrman re¬ 
cently returned from two 
highly rewarding weeks in 
Russia, he spoke with the 
Bay Area Reporter about 
what it was like for him to 
help organize gay and lesbian 
groups for life improvement 
in Moscow and St. Peters¬ 
burg. Interestingly, it was 
with five Russian heterosexu¬ 
als, members of the non-gay 
group Golubka (Little Dove), 
that he most closely collabo¬ 
rated on the project. 

Speaking for himself and 
co-facilitator George Lakey of 
the University of Pennsylva¬ 
nia, Behrman told the B.A.R., 
“We were able to give gay 
and lesbian people in Russia 
the opportunity to further cre¬ 
ate who they are and want to 
be. Together, we provided an 
environment for closer 
touch.” 

Golubka had invited the 
pair as part of the “Soviet- 
American Humanitarian Ini¬ 
tiative,” its ongoing diversi¬ 
fied campaign to promote 
democratic institutions and 
practices in Russia. Kevin 
Gardner, the representative 
for the International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Com¬ 
mission in Moscow, helped 
link Golubka with the gay 
and lesbian community. “He 
did good work,” affirmed 
Behrman, of the Pacific Cen¬ 
ter’s Building Bridges cam¬ 
paign. 

Lakey, who has worked 
with a variety of groups 
worldwide, contributed theo¬ 
retical knowledge, while 
Behrman concentrated on de¬ 
veloping group dynamics. 
Behrman and Lakey stayed in 
a Moscow apartment that also 
serves as Golubka’s office. 
The home’s owner, an artist, 
did portrait sketches of the 
two Americans. Throughout, 
Behrman said enthusiastical¬ 
ly, the translators were very 
good. 

“It was a great transforma¬ 
tion,” Behrman said. “Stereo¬ 
types were broken down; the 
gay community saw that it 
had straight allies and 
progress was being made for 
gay acceptance.” 

Even so, Behrman said, 
there were simple difficulties, 
such as communication prob¬ 
lems and uncertainties of pro¬ 
cedures. 

“Sometimes the phone 
would be out for two hours,” 
he recalled. “Often we were 
uncertain what the rules 
were. Everything is slower 
and takes more time.” 

Because he was aware that 
homosexuality is still illegal 
in Russia and that assembly 
to work for gay acceptance 
could be thought of as unlaw¬ 
ful, procedures were cautious 
and somewhat erratic, 
Behrman said. Consequently, 
getting the word out to 
prospective participants was 
something of a problem. But 


after distribution of a flyer, 
the gathering got underway, 
ironically meeting in a school 
for the deaf. 

Behrman explained that as 
the sessions progressed, four 
levels of operation were de¬ 
veloped. “First was the per¬ 
sonal,” he began. “The partic¬ 
ipants were induced to look 
inside themselves for a 
stronger understanding of 
who they were. Second, there 
was consideration of the gay 
and lesbian community as a 
social entity. The third level 
was in the context of Russia 
as a country in which benefi¬ 
cial social change for gay peo¬ 
ple can be attained through 
organization, with the help of 
straight allies. Finally, there 
was the world picture. At that 
point imminent possibilities, 
such as Clinton’s abolishing of 
the military’s ban against ho¬ 
mosexuals, were recognized 
as vital.” 

When Behrman was asked 
about the probability of non¬ 
violent civil disobedience, he 
replied that those tactics were 
talked about and there was 
some interest in training, but 
no plans were made. Instead, 
he said, there was concentra¬ 
tion on the necessary process 
of democratic decision mak¬ 
ing. 

Integrating efforts, it 
seemed to Behrman, was a 
prime factor to be achieved: a 
tough task, because gay liber- 
ationists in Russia tend to be 
divided into moderates and 
radicals. 

“Because of internal fac¬ 
tionalism,” he admitted, “it 
was not easy, but there was 
acknowledgement for what 
they have already accom¬ 
plished and possibilities for 
the future were opened. 

“Previous gay groups from 
the West visiting Russia have 
made an impact,” Behrman 
reported. “One unusual one 
was a documentary film we 
saw one night after the train¬ 
ing session. It was made by a 
straight filmmaker on the gay 
and lesbian film festival in 
the summer of 1991. It wasn’t 
very good.” 

On the future of similar ef¬ 
forts, Behrman stated, “The 
participants were impressed 
and invited us back in the 
spring to lead other groups 
and to supply advanced train¬ 
ing for those in the primary 
group. Also, the use of elec¬ 
tronic mail was touted as the 
most efficient mode of com¬ 
munication between the two 
countries.” 

Behrman also found a way 
to communicate with the Rus¬ 
sians by using certain objects. 
He took 3,000 condoms with 
him — raising some concern 
for Russian customs officials 
— and miniature rainbow flags 
donated by San Francisco re¬ 
tailer Headlines, the symbolic 
meaning of which Behrman 
made clear to the recipients. 

Asked how this experience

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might have affected his work 
here in the .United States, 
Behrman said, “It heightened 
my awareness that I belonged 
to a global community. Now 
when something happens 
here, I am in the habit of 
wondering how it will play in 


Moscow. For instance, the 
Colorado anti-gay measure.” 

Behrman told the B.A.R. 
that $3,500 was raised before 
departure, $1,500 less than 
was ultimately spent on the 
trip. A fundraiser featuring a 
slide show of the excursion is 


now in the planning stages, 
and probably will take place 
in January, to help offset the 
remaining costs. 

Berman’s final thought is a 
positive one: “Let the Russian 
gays know that Americans 
care!”V

Sears' Queers

B ased on their televi¬ 
sion ads, you’d think 
Sears’ Prodigy, an 
“interactive network 
service” for PC users, would 
contain nothing more contro¬ 
versial than a daring new 
recipe for cherry pie. The ads 
picture happy families mak¬ 
ing airline reservations, 
checking sports scores, or us¬ 
ing an online encyclopedia. 
Most of Prodigy’s two million 
subscribers don’t go further 
into the system than that. 

But buried several layers 
deep in this mammoth infor¬ 
mation center is a hotbed of 
cross-dressers, spanking dom- 
inatrixes, underwear 

fetishists, bondage and disci¬ 
pline and S/M enthusiasts 
both gay and straight, as well 
as your run-of-the-mill gays, 
lesbians, and bisexual who 
are lookmg for dates, conver- 
satioiL tSjjust someone else 
wh<||Iikes to “type dirty.” ^ 
They can all be found, 
lufnped under the inclusive 
heading “Alternative 
Lifestyles,” on Prodigy’s 
“Frank Discussion” bulletin 
board. 

Deluxe Accommodations 

There are several gay com¬ 
puter bulletin board services 
in San Francisco, and while 
these boards give users the 
advantage of talking to other 
locals, they can’t compete 
with Prodigy in terms of ac¬ 
commodating tens of thou¬ 
sands of members and hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of subjects 



from “AA and Gay in Mid¬ 
west” to “ZZ Top/Bottom.” 
All this, as the ads would say, 
for only $15 per month — less 
than many gay boards and far 
less than other services like 
CompuServe, which charge 
up to $12 per hour. 

According to Prodigy 
spokesperson Brian Ek, the 
Frank Discussion board is a 
recent addition, established in 
November 1992. “There 
seemed to be a lot of call for 
the board,” Ek says. That is 
something of an understate¬ 
ment since, for some time, the 
more conservative patrons of 
“Arts,” “Homelife,” and other 
established bulletin boards 
had complained about a vocal 
and sometimes overtly sexual 
gay presence. The gay/lesbian 
patrons, who resented having 
their messages attacked and 
who were feeling unwelcome, 
were also unhappy. Both 
sides in the conflict welcomed 
the creation of the Frank Dis¬ 
cussion board. Ek calls it the 
"jUost reasonable solution.” 

. Asked if this meant gay 
subjects would be discour¬ 
aged Or banned from other 
boards, Ek says, “Absolutely 
not.”; A gay perspective on 
other issues is welcomed, but 
Ek seems to hint that campy 
and/or dirty bits are best re¬ 
stricted s to Frank Discussion. 

Problems still exist: a sub¬ 
ject called “Gay Favorites” in 
the Arts board’s movie sec¬ 
tion was recently deleted. 
One gay participant claims 
his entry was returned with a 
note from the board manager 
stating Gay Favorites “was 
not an appropriate subject for 
a family bulletin board.” Bri¬ 
an Ek says he is unaware of 
this particular case. 

Prodigy is owned jointly 
by Sears and IBM, who, on 
the face of it, look like the 
two corporations least likely 
to create an electronic com¬ 
munity like the one found on 
Frank Discussion. Asked 
what these conservative gi¬ 
ants think of topics like “Tips 
on Hustlers” or “Cross-Dress¬ 
ing Forum,” Ek reiterates 
Prodigy’s desire to accommo¬ 
date all subscribers. 

To ensure that junior 
doesn’t stumble upon subjects 
like “Oral — Penis Now!!” or 
“Back Door Action” while re¬ 
searching his 9th grade sci¬ 
ence paper, users must jump 
through a series of hoops. 
First, they must transfer into 
the bulletin board section, 
which includes innocuous top¬ 
ics like “Arts,” “Computers,” 
or “Homelife” (a sort of Regis 
and Kathie Lee online, often 
joked about by Frank Discus¬ 


sion users). Selecting Frank 
Discussion gets you a notice 
that the subjects therein may 
not be palatable to some peo¬ 
ple and that “Personal insults 
and bashing notes will not be 
tolerated.” More on that later. 

Restricted Entry 

You then enter your pass¬ 
word again — as an agreement 
that you are entering an elec¬ 
tronic dirty bookstore of your 
own free will and have no 
reason to complain about 
what you find inside. 
Spokesperson Brian Ek says 
that the board is limited to 
members 18 and over and the 
main user of the service (one 
subscription can accommo¬ 
date up to six people) must 
authorize any other user on 
the subscription. Those users 
must also be over 18. 

Once you are finally on the 
board, you can select from 
topics which cover the things 
nice people don’t talk about: 
religion, politics, and sex. Se¬ 
lecting “Alternative Lifestyle” 
puts you in among gays, les¬ 
bians, bisexuals, transgen- 
derists, cross-dressers, 
straights into S/M, and so on. 

While occasionally subjects 
arise that aren’t related to sex 
or sexuality, they are rare. 
The majority of the lesbian 
topics are not specifically sex¬ 
ual, whereas the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of the gay male 
topics are highly sexual. You 
can read a message, add a re¬ 
ply, add a new message on 
the subject, or, if yotlr.pwn 
sexual interests and prefer¬ 
ences aren’t listed, start vpur 
own subject. A harmless flir¬ 
tation on the public board can 
lead to a more serious corre* 
spondence in private m eA 
sages (E-mail), face-to-fac»5? 
meetings, friendship, or eveng|| 
a torrid sexual encounter. 


I’m basically shy ; and when I 
left Ohio, I left a circle of 
friends that I had depended 
upon for many years — and 
it’s been hard for me to make 
new gay friends. The board 
has filled an important void, 
and allows people to get to 
know me for my mind and 
interests before they judge 
me on how I look. 



Notes From Hell 

But not everything is rosy 
in Frank Discussion’s alterna¬ 
tive ghetto. “Bash notes” are 
occasionally left where gays 
and lesbians are bound to see 
them. Subjects like “Gays Are 
Sick” can quickly become fo¬ 
rums for homos and homo¬ 
phobes to argue, dispute each 
other’s facts, call each other 
liars, and finally just hurl in¬ 
sults. 

Although the board pro¬ 
claims that “personal insults 


In fact, Frank Discussion^ and bashing notes will not be 
has made Prodigy perhaps tolerated,” a number of them 
the closest thing to a nation- can be found. Not all of them 
wide linkup for the gay and -Ware from homophobes; some 
lesbian communities. I asked jfipe from gays and lesbians 
a few people whose postings verbally bashing back at their 
struck me as intelligent and attackers. Innocuous notes are 
perceptive to share their sometimes returned as “not 
postable” while others full of 
bile and hate are posted with 
no problem. According to Bri¬ 
an Ek, about 90,000 notes are 
posted on all boards each day, 
with about 600,000 recent 
notes available for reading. 
With this many messages, 
they can’t all be read but are 
instead scanned by a machine 
for obscenities. 

Ek says it’s the responsibil¬ 
ity of users to alert the board 
manager to any problems; 
notes are then reviewed on a 
“case-by-case” basis and either 


thoughts about the board and 
the people on it. John Hans¬ 
ford of St. Louis was one of 
them; his responses sum up 
the attraction of Prodigy for 
many people. 

I’ve been tied up in my job 
for so long that I’ve scarcely 
had any kind of social life 
with other gays, and getting 
onto this board has perked 
me up — both because it’s an 
outlet for my wisdom and 
wisecracks and because I’ve 
met some really together 
guys. I’m on Prodigy because

withdrawn or left on the 
board. The policy is that 
notes will be removed if they 
are “commercial in nature, 
personal insults, or grossly re¬ 
pugnant to the community.” 

Removing messages like 
“Gays are sick” or “I’m glad 
all you fags have AIDS” ulti¬ 
mately becomes the responsi¬ 
bility of the offended users. 
That these messages stay on 
the board, when gay-friendly 
messages were removed from 
the more tranquil domestic 
boards, is an example of the 
free-speech status held by gays 
and lesbians, who often lose 
their own right to it. 

There are a number of clos¬ 
eted gay Prodigy users. A gay 
fireman told me he’d been on 
Prodigy under a pseudonym 
for some time, but when 
Prodigy discovered it, they 
deleted his false name. 
Spokesperson Ek says all false 
names are deleted because 
“people want to know who 
they are talking to” and also 
because false names are most 
often used by people leaving 
insulting messages. The fire¬ 
man said he would now no 
longer be able to post mes¬ 
sages or write mail on the 
board because he is afraid to 
list his real name. 

Dorian Gray Syndrome 

For a long time, online 
communication, which con¬ 
ceals all defects but those of 
the mind, was thought to be 
the sole province of painfully 
shy “nerds” with no social 
skills and no other options for 
connecting with people. But in 
a world grievously short of 
comfortable social situations, 
bulletin boards give everyone 
a chance to add their two 
cents’ worth without being cut 
off in mid-sentence. They also 
allow two people to take a pri¬ 
vate joke and run with it with¬ 
out irritating others or “neck 
passionately in a corner” as 
two members were accused of 
doing online by a disgruntled 
reader. 

Although Prodigy is by no 
means the ideal electronic^ 
community, the Frank Discus* 
sion board is growing like 
kudzu. It came into being be¬ 
cause Prodigy’s gay members 
would not defer to the easily 
offended sensibilities of “tradi¬ 
tional values” families who 
form the majority of sub¬ 
scribers. Prodigy seems to 
have hit upon a reasonable so¬ 
lution to a cultural dilemma 
other institutions simply es¬ 
cape by abandoning the minor¬ 
ity under attack. ▼

Rhino's Dazzling New Hit 

Black Gold

T here are few more 
satisfying experiences 
in the theatre than to 
be able — no, com¬ 
pelled — to leap, cheering, to 
one’s feet at the end of a per¬ 
formance. The standing ova¬ 
tion (not the mere struggling 
to their feet of a few in the 
audience, but an ovation) is 
rare in the theatre, but when 
it comes, it marks an astonish¬ 
ing achievement. 

At the world premiere of 
Crying Holy, I joined the 
cheering audience as we leapt 
to our feet to honor the play 
and the production. Crying 
Holy is Wayne Corbitt’s new 
play about big issues — death, 
faith, God — brought to stun¬ 
ning theatrical life through 
the simple but eloquent story 
of one family’s response to 
AIDS. 

Prodigal Son 

Waters Hardy, a self-de¬ 
scribed “arrogant poet,” 
proudly black and defiantly 
queer, has come home to Indi¬ 
anapolis, to his mother’s 
home, to receive some com¬ 
fort and direction from his 
family, following the death of 
his lover and his own HIV di¬ 
agnosis. 

Mother Bell is a preacher, 
proud to hand over any prob¬ 
lem she can’t solve to the 
Lord, even, or perhaps espe¬ 
cially, her son’s illness. Moth¬ 
er Bell insists that Waters’ 
sickness is a trick from the 
devil designed to test their 
faith. Waters was her miracle 
baby, conceived after Mother 
Bell was told that she could 
not have children. Surely, she 
thinks, insists, believes, the 
God to whom she has dedicat¬ 
ed her life could not be so 
cruel, so capricious, as to give 
her a son only to take him 
away. 

But Waters, raised in the 
same faith, facing daily the 
fact of his own mortality, 
wants his mother and the rest 
of his family, to accept the di¬ 
agnosis and comfort him. 
Mother Bell’s insistence that 
Waters is not sick leaves him 
alone, without solace. 

Crying Holy is extraordi¬ 
nary. Corbitt’s language is at 
once poetic and down home, 


painful and hugely humorous. 
He captures the individual 
voices of his characters with 
stunning clarity. I was partic¬ 
ularly impressed with Cor¬ 
bitt’s ability to reflect the 
changes in language that oc¬ 
cur when the location of the 
conversation, or its partici¬ 
pants, change. Language is 
more formal in the living 
room, more profound, per¬ 
haps, in the bedroom. But the 
scenes in the kitchen, as the 
group prepares food, are 
filled with the rich emotional 


warmth of family; here, the 
easy humor of people who 
know one another well is a 
source of delight. Waters is al¬ 
ways gay — but when he and 
his dyke friend, Merideth, are 
alone, they relax and get 
queer. 



The acting is marvelous. 
Waters, who tells us during 
his opening monologue that 
he has turned “pouting, sulk¬ 
ing, and depression into an 
art form,” is masterfully por¬ 
trayed by Daniel Armand 
Coles. His Waters is a charac¬ 
ter of great depth, and tangi¬ 
ble pain. As Merideth, Laura 
Nicholls is a wonder — she 
captures the uneasy status of 
a welcome stranger with fi¬ 
nesse, Phillesia Phillips is the 
sardonic Clarissa, who defines 
herself as “an average, Amer¬ 
ican dysfunctional family co¬ 
ordinator,” and wonders, rue¬ 
fully, if it might be possible to 
have a temporary “family-ec- 
tomy.” Her performance re¬ 
flects superb comic timing 
and the ability to convey con¬ 
flicting emotions, as she si¬ 
multaneously loves Waters, 
yet hates his life. Brandi 
Swann, as the entrenched 


family friend, Loretta, is ap¬ 
palled in a wonderfully amus¬ 
ing fashion. 

Mother Love 

What can I say about 
Mother Bell that will even 
hint at the power of the role, 
or the performance? Hallyne 
B. Harris had me crying 
amen, after her first act 
prayer turn in which she ca¬ 
joles, threatens, and insists 
that Jesus save her son. Moth¬ 
er Bell’s raw pain, the fear 
that her son and faith might 
both be lost, and the jubilant 
hope that both will be saved, 
are woven together in a scene 
that had the audience gasping 
and cheering. It is a tribute to 
both actor and playwright 
that I found myself wonder¬ 
ing whether the prayer was 
scripted or spontaneous — it 
could easily, and brilliantly, 
have been both. 

Director Edris Cooper de¬ 
serves high praise for the fine 
ensemble work of the compa¬ 
ny. The staging is wonderful¬ 
ly evocative of real-life, with a 
crisp theatrical charge. The 
costumes, by Rene Walker, 
artfully reveal both character 
and social status; Pam Penis- 
ton’s setting is realistically de¬ 
tailed, and theatrically mini¬ 
malist; and David Allen’s 
sound and Joe Williams’ light¬ 
ing support the script elo¬ 
quently.

As who I am I cannot go 
home. 

The pain and triumph con¬ 
tained in these lines, painted 
on the backdrop of the set, 
bespeak all of our lives, all of 
our families. Crying Holy i s 
an astounding evening in the 
theatre, rich in humor and 
honest pathos, filled with the 
stuff of real lives. So many of 
us ache for a home to which 
we may return as who we 
are. Wayne Corbitt captures 
this longing in a tremendous¬ 
ly powerful play. ▼

Sister Act

A t first appearance, the 
stars of Together 
Again ... For the 
Very First Time are 
more than a little scary. In 
half-drag, with false eyelashes 
and lipstick atop a man’s 
tuxedo, Jose Sarria looks 
weird — Buster Keaton in 
drag. And Tommi Rose, pale 
and bland and swelling a lit¬ 
tle overripely in his tux as he 
compulsively picks at his fin¬ 
gernails, is a vision in taxi¬ 
dermy. But then the pair be¬ 
gin to do their thing — old and 
new show tunes separated by 
amusingly innocent chitchat— 
and what started out strange 
becomes peculiarly charming. 

Sarria, of course, is the vet¬ 
eran performer and gay rights 
advocate who created the 
Royal Court system and 
served as its first Empress. 
Rose has been a headliner 
and emcee at Finocchio’s and 
for the La Cage Aux Folles 
revue in several cities. I don’t 
know whose idea it was to 
team them up in this show, 
which is directed as tautly as 
possible by Chuck Largent, 
with excellent musical accom- 



the chief suspect: her tit- 
clamp-lovin’ honey left her $8 
million. 

How sexy is Madonna in 
this movie? So sexy that fel¬ 
las not only leave their wives 
but also their secretaries for 
her. So sexy that men will do 
anything she says (as long as 
it can still cop an R rating). 
So sexy that even her cur¬ 
tains are voluptuous, billow¬ 
ing curvaceously, invitingly, 
in the breeze of her water¬ 


front abode. 

Visually, director Uli Edel 
exceeds the excesses of his 
earlier Last Exit to Brooklyn. 
Bright shafts Pf light punctu¬ 
ate atmospheric settings, and 
his camera swoops around 
the action, as though in des¬ 
perate search of dramatic 
credibility. Reaction shots 
abound, particularly of the 
sardonic, no-nonsense Judge 
Burnham (Lillian Lehman) 
and the manipulative defen¬ 
dant. “Look dumbstruck” ap¬ 
pears to have been the main 
instruction to the actors. 
Anne Archer and Frank Lan- 
gella each hit career lows 
here. (OK, I admit it, Archer 
didn’t have that far to go, but 
talk about a thankless role ...) 

For others in the cast, it 
must have been a hoot work¬ 
ing on Body of Evidence, 
one of the funniest films — in¬ 
tentionally or not, you be the 
judge — I’ve seen in months. 
One wonders how many 
takes Joe Mantegna muffed 
before delivering this line 
without cracking up: “She’s 
not only the defendant, she’s 
also the murder weapon it¬ 
self!” Worst pun of the pic: 
Dafoe fondling a pussycat 
while peering at Madonna 
naked on her acupuncturist’s 
table (the dominatrix has one 
weakness, she gets cramps). 

Body of Evidence isn’t 
quite an instant camp classic 
on the order of Mommie 
Dearest or Whatever Hap¬ 
pened to Baby Jane? It’ll take 
some distance — six months 
or so, like Valley of the Dolls 
and Walk on the Wild Side 
needed. In the meantime, it 
more than suffices as mind¬ 
less escapism — as long as you 
remember not to think too 
much, most especially about 
such headache-making and ul¬ 
timately irrelevant issues as 
whether Madonna is giving us 
the bold image of a “powerful 
woman” or recycling one of 
the oldest stereotypes in the 
Book (as in the Bible). 

Go ahead. Revel in it. You 
know you want to. ▼

paniment by Sheldon Forrest, 
but T enjoyed meeting Rose 
and was privileged to once 
again experience the bewitch¬ 
ing craft of the humble Jose. 

If you didn’t see Sarria in 
his heyday, some 30 years 
ago, that’s all the more reason 
to see this legend now. 
What a zany, irresistibly lov¬ 
able performer he is. Cross 
the mischievous buffoonery of 
Bea Lillie with the low-key 
gruffness of Walter Matthau 


and you get Sarria. His per¬ 
formances are effortless sor¬ 
cery — especially when he’s 
telling stories of the gay com¬ 
munity’s early days in San 
Francisco or re-creating the 
numbers with which he de¬ 
lighted audiences at the fa¬ 
bled Black Cat.

Poster Boy

O penly gay play¬ 
wright Lanford Wil¬ 
son has contributed 
a great deal to con¬ 
temporary American theatre 
with plays such as Fifth of 
July and Burn This, but in 
his 1988 one-act monologue A 
Poster of the Cosmos, cur¬ 
rently at the 1800 Square Feet 
Theatre, Wilson provides that 
most loathsome of creatures: 
a disappointing AIDS play. 
How a Pulitzer Prize-winning 
playwright could tackle the 
subject of AIDS and fail to in¬ 
terject any drama is a puzzle 
indeed. 

Running barely 45 min¬ 
utes, this monologue is pre¬ 
sented under the guise of a 
police interrogation. A man, 
Tom, has been arrested after 
being taken from the arms 
and hospital bed of his dead 
lover. Tom then spends 40 
minutes relating the history 
of his relationship, his lover’s 
battle with AIDS, and the 
events leading up to the scene 
in the hospital room. The dra¬ 
matic tension is, presumably, 
supposed to come from the 
mystery surrounding the 
lover’s death and Tom’s role 
in it, but when that denoue¬ 
ment never materializes, one 
is left to sort through the re¬ 
maining gory details for some 
significance. If there is any — 
other than Tom’s desperation 
and confusion — I couldn’t 
find it. 

The lofty title doesn’t help 
either because the “Cosmos” 
is a now defunct soccer team 
admired by Tom’s lover. As a 
hook for the title, this could 
work, but the author’s failure 
to integrate cosmic themes 
into his work leaves the view¬ 
er with a non-sequitur soccer 
presence that is disappointing, 
at best. 

Imitation Harvey 

The performance of a dra¬ 
matic monologue is one of the 
hardest things to pull off in 
theatre, and Craig Osterberg’s

Brice fashioned herself as an 
American Indian — Yiddish 
accent and all. By today’s 
standards, it’s not politically 
correct. But I’m sure that a 
Native American, seeing this 
Latino drag queen maul a 
Fanny Brice accent while 
prancing about in the silliest 
costume imaginable, would 
laugh. 

Classic Showstopper 

The second is a showstop¬ 
per — the four-minute Car¬ 
men. Clad in traditional 
black mantilla and warbling 
the famous “Habanera” in a 
diva voice which the passing 
years have only made more 
resolute, Sarria enacts the 
passions and death of the 
temptress Carmen. It’s hyster¬ 
ical high comedy; Carmen 
and Sarria — forces of nature, 
both. 

Sarria may forget why he’s 
telling a story or make up 
brand-new (and hilarious) 
lyrics to a song when he can’t 
remember the lyrics, but that 
only makes him more endear¬ 
ing. Tommi Rose, not quite 
so elemental a performer, of¬ 
fers traditional drag, but his 


warmly assured performances 
as a female are somewhat un¬ 
dercut by his stodgier perfor¬ 
mances as a male. 

When Rose is a man, we 
notice weak hand gestures, an 
insincere show-biz smile, and 
the rather stentorian quality 
of his tenor voice. However, 
when he’s a female, we notice 
the delicacy of his hands, his 
gracious demeanor, the soft¬ 
ness of his voice, the pale 
shimmer of his eyes. He of¬ 
fers an affecting ballad or two 
and also excels at comedy 
with some queeny camp of 
his own. 

Political points: Jose, like 
others of his generation, be¬ 
rates the community’s appro¬ 
priating the word “queer.” 
Hey, Jose, it’s never too late 
to be up to date. And then 
there’s the “B” word. Why 
must the pronoun “she” be 
constantly replaced by 
“bitch”? This goes beyond 
camp, becoming distasteful. 

Beyond that, here’s an in¬ 
formal little show with a lot 
of heart and humor. And 
Jose. Quite simply, obeisance 
is in order. ▼

performance as Tom does not 
transcend the weakness of 
Wilson’s play. Imagine Har¬ 
vey Fierstein’s over-the-top 
monologues in Torch Song 
Trilogy and you’ll have a 
good sense of Osterberg’s 
style. But without the gravel¬ 
ly voice or the campy fun of 
Fierstein, Osterberg comes 
across as all hollow manner¬ 
isms with no connection to 
his character. 

In a space as small as the 
1800 Square Feet Theatre, a 
lone actor on the stage must 
take command. Here Oster¬ 
berg fails. To emulate great 
feeling or a trace of emotion, 
he closes his eyes. Used spar¬ 
ingly, this technique could be 
effective, but Osterberg does 
it so much you wonder if he’s 
falling asleep. He angles ev¬ 
erything toward the floor of 
the stage instead of up and 
out into the audience; the im¬ 
pact of his words are lost on 
the floorboards while the au¬ 
dience is lost trying to make 


sense of this character. 

Director Georgia Megenity 
is unable to convey any nu¬ 
ance, rhythm, or tension in

New Faces, 
Famous Names

T wo international star 
conductors have final¬ 
ly made their San 
Francisco Symphony 
debuts in recent weeks, and 
speculation runs high over 
which of them, might be of¬ 
fered the post Herbert Blom- 
stedt will leave in 1995. Nei¬ 
ther Andre Previn nor 
Vladimir Ashkenazy is partic¬ 
ularly noted for “orchestra¬ 
building,” but the local band 
has matured and flourished 
under Blomstedt and it may 
be time for a leader with 
more “face.” 

Of course, this is assuming 
either of them would be inter¬ 
ested. Mr. Previn was quoted 
by Herb Caen regarding his 
affection for San Francisco 
and its great visual appeal. 
Previn is a Californian by os¬ 
mosis, anyway; his family 
brought him to Los Angeles 
from Berlin at age 10, and his 
later career in the Hollywood 
studios is legendary (four 
Academy Awards!). As music 
director of the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic from 1985-89, 
he further cemented his West 
Coast ties. 

Ashkenazy is more diffi¬ 
cult to figure. His present 
leadership of London’s Royal 
Philharmonic is the crowning 
touch to a glittering career as 


a solo artist, one of the 
world’s most outstanding pi¬ 
anists. That he has turned to 
conducting when he could 
easily be getting more atten¬ 
tion and acclaim at the key¬ 
board is testimony to his 
abiding musicianship. 
Vladimir Ashkenazy is in the 
business for the love of music 
— whether he would be happy 
tucked away in the admitted¬ 
ly provincial confines of San 
Francisco is debatable. What 
is certain is that his presence 
would draw more attention to 
the vitality of the Bay Area’s 
serious music scene. 

Ashkenazy first played 
with the San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony in 1958, and he has re¬ 
turned as guest soloist many 
times. His debut as a conduc¬ 
tor was hardly less pleasing. 
Choosing a central repertory 
staple like the Brahms Sym¬ 
phony No. 2 seemed, at first 
glance, unadventurous, but 
the freshness of his approach 
to music that our orchestra 
could probably play with its 
eyes closed was revealing. He 
is no podium showoff; the 
players followed his lead and 
sounded heavenly. He also 
took a back seat to young vi¬ 
olinist Kurt Nikkanen in his 
first local appearance. 

The melodious Glazunov 
Violin Concerto in A minor 
has sounded more exciting in 


San Francisco Area 
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other hands, but Nikkanen 
has a powerful sound and he 
was wise in choosing a rela¬ 
tively lightweight score to in¬ 
troduce himself. There will 
be plenty of other chances for 
the Brahms, Beethoven, or 
Tchaikovsky; the offbeat 
Glazunov is a charmer, and 
Mr. Ashkenazy saw to it that 
his young colleague was 
shown to best advantage. 


Breathtaking Mastery 

Andre Previn returns this 
week for a second round of 
concerts, but it will take some 
doing to top his previous ap¬ 
pearance and his breathtaking 
mastery of the Rachmaninoff 
Second Symphony. A film 
composer should understand 
the lush scoring and sweeping 
tunes of the cruelly misunder¬ 
stood Russian writer; after all, 
he inspired generations of 
soundtrack hacks. 

Previn went for the archi¬ 
tecture and grandeur of Rach¬ 
maninoffs impossibly beauti¬ 
ful score and made sense of 



using the composer’s original 
unedited version. There was 
excitement and pathos, and 
the glorious “love theme” was 
almost unbearably enjoyable. 
Mr. Previn reached new 
heights by refusing to go over 
the top, and the musicians re¬ 
sponded with some of their 
best playing this season. 

The program opened with 
some “big-band” Haydn — the 
delightful Symphony No. 102 


Andre Previn, conductor, 
pianist, and possible future 
father-in-law of Woody Allen 


in a decidedly unauthentic 
rendition. Tempos were 
leisurely and the strings 
sounded pumped up, but I 
have never dismissed this 
Herbert von Karajan style of 
approach to Mozart or Haydn; 
the rough edges are softened 
to a less exciting sound, yet 
the elegance of invention is 
highlighted. 

It would be fascinating to 
eavesdrop on closed-door con¬ 
versations at Davies Hall after 
Andre Previn leaves town. 
Hopefully, the board will re¬ 
member what happened 
when they hesitated over 
Kurt Masur — he would have 
taken the job, now he has the 
New York Philharmonic. 
Previn has many options left 
in a still glamorous career. He 
could turn to jazz piano full 
time if he wanted; the cat 
swings. Do you think Mia 
might turn up with the kids if 
he moved here? ▼ 



Legal Maneuvers

Tortured Soul 

Pasolini Requiem 

by Barth David Schwartz; Pantheon, $35

“I believe to give scandal is 
a duty, to be scandalized is a 
pleasure and to refuse to be 
scandalized is moralism.” 

Pier Paolo Pasolini 

P oet, novelist, essayist, 
critic, columnist, win¬ 
ner of nearly every 
literary prize in Italy, 
filmmaker, iconoclast, com¬ 
munist and homosexual — it’s 
hard to imagine an out homo¬ 
sexual intellectual voice in 
America with the cultural 
prominence Pier Paolo Pa¬ 
solini enjoyed in Italy. Gore 
Vidal might come close, but 
Vidal’s cultural platform is 
not as big as Pasolini’s and 
Vidal, too, lives in Italy. 

Barth David Schwartz’ ex¬ 
haustive biography Pasolini 
Requiem chronicles in 
minute detail the political and 
cultural discourse that fol¬ 
lowed Pasolini from his earli¬ 
est days in a small village 
through his absorption into 
the Roman intelligentsia. 

Only recently have Ameri¬ 
cans succumbed to the kind 
of political factionalism that 
seethed in Pasolini’s Italy. 
Fights over political correct¬ 
ness, abortion, gay rights and 
“family values” have finally 
broken our national voter ap¬ 
athy only to create irreconcil¬ 
ably acrimonious camps. But 
where our national debate is 
fueled by issues, the Italians 
(having been through fascist 
dictatorship, civil war, and oc¬ 
cupation) had the specter of 
the Resistance — of brother 
killing brother — fueling the 
venom of their discourse. 

Death and Classics 

Two things shaped the 
young Pasolini: the senseless 
death of his partisan brother 
Guido, and a classical educa¬ 
tion. Pasolini lived in rural 
Casarsa, where he was a 
beloved school teacher until 
driven out by the church, the 
communists, and the Chris¬ 
tian Democratic leadership 
under a cloud of homosexual 
accusations. 

In those years preceding 
his ouster, he came to idealize 
the peasants, their “purity,” 
and their regional language 
which Pasolini adopted for 
his early poetry. His obses¬ 
sion with language and class 
became the basis for his 
work, as he strove, through 
changing political tides, to ar¬ 
rive at a synthesis of poetry 
and pure political thought — 
as if the right combination of 
words would illuminate an 
entire society which, in his 
view, was going terribly 
wrong. 



Forced to flee the rural life 
that nourished him, he threw 
himself full-bore into the cul¬ 
tural world of Rome, hustling 
writing assignments which fi¬ 
nally led him to screenwriting 
for Fellini, among others. In¬ 
evitably, as he worked for his 
own public platform, he be¬ 
came one of the first auteurs, 
writing and directing his own 
films. Accatone, and Mamma 
Roma, like his novels, drew 
from the underbelly of Italian 
life. Shrewdly, in these early 
films, he recruited Italian film 
icons like Anna Magnani and 
Toto to lend their credibility. 

Actionable Aesthete 

If you are known by your 
enemies, Pasolini was in good 
company. Called the “poet of 
the pigsty” by the right and 
accused of “aestheticism” (ho¬ 
mosexuality) by the left, he 
was the target of 33 legal ac¬ 
tions brought against his writ¬ 
ing and films in a 20-year pe¬ 
riod. He outraged the church 
one-minute with his irrever¬ 
ent film La Ricotta and the 
communists the next with the 
mystical Gospel According to 
Saint Matthew. Pasolini, for 
his part, belittled his movie 
work, even as he became rich 
from the films he disavowed. 
He also had a long standing 
love/hate relationship with 
the press, which took to look¬ 
ing for his white Alpha in 
seedy neighborhoods and 
counted on him for good 
copy. A “Pasolini” became

synonymous with a fag, a per¬ 
vert. 

An admitted mama’s boy 
with an Oedipal streak a mile 
wide, rather than suppress or 
therapize his neuroses, he put 
them to work, creating his 
own filmed version, Edipo re. 
Afterward he said, “At 45 
years of age, I have emerged 
from the wilderness of 
Freudian and Marxist dogma. 
But where have I got to?” 

Sa7o, Pasolini’s last film, 
completed right before his 
murder by a hustler, was in¬ 
tended to shock. Indeed it 
does, if only by nauseating 
repetition. An indictment of 
the fascist years when the 
perverted whims of madmen 
became law, it was named af¬ 


ter Mussolini’s last refuge in 
the Nazi-created Republic of 
Salo. For his inspiration, he 
based the work on de Sade, 
who Pasolini used for his 
own political ends. Salo con¬ 
demns not only fascism, but 
the whole objectification of 
the individual by consumer- 
driven materialism. It is Pa¬ 
solini’s last bleak vision of the 
condition of the world, and 
those who criticized its nudity 
and perversion as obscene 
missed the point. 

The trials and legal actions 
against Salo, which ran con¬ 
currently with the trial of Pa¬ 
solini’s murderer Pino Pelosi, 
conclude the book. Even in 
death, controversy swirled 
around him and his work. 


Conspiracy Theory 

Even though physical evi¬ 
dence suggests that more 
than one person participated 
in Pasolini’s murder, the po¬ 
lice, if only to cover up their 
botched investigation and fail¬ 
ure to seal the murder site, in¬ 
sisted that Pelosi acted alone. 
The trial reached soap opera 
proportions, when another 
street boy burst into the 
courtroom demanding that 
Pelosi tell the truth, that 
Pelosi was not the only one 
there at the murder. The next 
week, the boy came out with 
his own tell-all book. 

Author Barth David 
Schwartz has produced a 
lengthy, detailed biography 
that somehow misses Pasoli¬ 
ni’s vitality. It quotes almost 
exclusively from Pasolini 
himself, his articles, essays 
and letters with only occa¬ 
sional quotes from the press 
and his publishers. This gives 
the book a suffocating quality 
— the reader is trapped inside 
the brilliant but tortured 
mind of Pasolini. 

The potentially illuminat¬ 
ing testimony of friends is 
missing, especially those in 
entertainment. Schwartz 
takes the position that Pasoli¬ 
ni’s literary contribution is 
paramount, and his film ca¬ 
reer somewhat a scholarly ad¬ 
junct tied to a literary refer¬ 
ence point. That may be so, 
but Pasolini is most accessible 
to the general public through 
his films. In spite of his liter¬ 
ary bias, Schwartz has pro¬ 
duced an indispensable vol¬ 
ume for those interested in 
gay writing, culture and cine¬ 
ma. ▼

Rough Trade 

A Violent Ufa 

by Pier Paolo Pasolini; Pantheon, $13

P ier Paolo Pasolini’s 
1959 novel, A Violent 
Life has been re-re¬ 
leased to coincide 
with the publication of his ex¬ 
tensive biography Pasolini 
Requiem by Barth David 
Schwartz. It is not a gay 
book, in the sense of having a 
gay story line, but a book by 
a gay author fascinated by the 
underbelly of Italian society 
and its denizens, especially 
the low-life teenaged boys 
that confirmed chicken-hawk 
Pasolini pursued all over 
Rome in his convertible Al¬ 
pha Romeo. 

Tommaso, the anti-hero of 
the book, is a snot-nosed slum 
kid who grows up in the 
amoral atmosphere of Rome’s 
post-war borgata. Like a pin¬ 
ball bouncing around random¬ 
ly, taking advantage of what¬ 
ever pops up, Tommaso robs 
gas stations, steals chickens 
from a priest, mugs a hooker 
for her nightly take, and 
shakes down a queen in a 
movie theater with a knife af¬ 
ter the queen jerks him off. 
La Dolce Vita, only different. 

Nazi Youth 

Tommaso starts out as a 
youth with fascist leanings. 
He and his friends terrorize 
shop keepers and extort mon¬ 
ey from vendors. Aggression 
and physical violence inflate 
his sense of self-importance. 
Tommaso’s home life in his 
family’s tiny shack by the riv¬ 
er owes more to Wild in the 
Streets than to Ozzie and 
Harriet. 


Arrested for a knife fight 
started when a rival neighbor¬ 
hood tough tries to ruin a ser¬ 
enade he has arranged for his 
girlfriend, Tommaso is sent 
to prison. (Alas, Pasolini de¬ 
votes none of the narrative to 
what transpires there). 
Sobered, Tommaso emerges 
from prison desiring to go 
straight and get a job to 
please his girlfriend. But tu¬ 
berculosis, brought on by his 
unsanitary environment, de¬ 
rails his plans, sending him to 
a sanitarium. Corruption 
among the medical and polit¬ 
ical establishment that run 
the hospital throw him into 
the midst of a patient’s strike 
and radicalize his politics. 
Proximity, once again, not 
politics, places him in the po¬ 
sition of helping in the upris¬ 
ing. 

The structure of the book, 
like Tommaso’s life, is based 
on random events. His eleva¬ 
tion to hero at the end of the 
book comes, not from inner 
strength or grace, but from 
the same chance encounters 
that rule his life. In this case, 
a flood in the slums provides 
the catalyst. And in a typical 
Pasolinian twist, the person 
he saves is not an innocent 
child, but a whore. 

Low Life 

Part of what incensed the 
critics and brought about a vi¬ 
olent reaction to A Violent 
Life and Pasolini’s first novel 
Ragazzi di Vita, was that 
they depicted slum : dwelling 
thieves, whores, hustlers and 
the unemployable, people 
who weren’t supposed to ex¬ 



ist in modern, affluent Italy. 

Pasolini’s characters never 
seem to acquire any insight, 
or evolve a moral outlook 
concerning the events in their 
lives, which further enraged 
the Church and establishment 
conservatives in the media, 
who felt art must have some 
sort of “redeeming” message. 
Leftists likewise complained 
that Pasolini’s slum dwellers 
never rise above their 
squalor; each, in turn, is 
ground down and degraded 
by life, never gaining class 
consciousness. Consequently, 
this novel was the subject of 
seizures, censorship and law¬ 
suits. 

But the artistic community 
rose to defend Pasolini in 
court and the work merits it. 
The writing is immediate, 
again, buoyed along by the 
events that propel Tommaso 
through his random days. It 
abounds with colorful ro¬ 
man esco slang and curses 
that enliven the book, keep¬ 
ing it fresh for present day 
readers. If you don’t know the 
Roman landmarks Pasolini 
conjures like touchstones 
along the journey, then the 
vivid and visceral description 
of the shit, slime, and sweat 
of real life will put you 
squarely in the midst of A Vi¬ 
olent Life. ▼

The Erotic Naiad 

edited by Katherine V. Forrest and Barbara Grier; Naiad, $12.95 
Seasons of Erotic Love 
by Barbara Herrera; Paradigm, $8.95 

I don’t know everything about erotica, but I do know with ab¬ 
solute certitude that boring and relentless are not the words that 
belong in the same sentence, or even on the same planet, as eras. 
The Erotic Naiad is sexy, funny, sometimes warm, often hot, al¬ 
ways a pleasure. Seasons of Erotic Love is less erotic than a 
temperance lecture, less fun than a head cold, and more than a 
bit of a bore. 

Naiad’s gift for a cold winter’s night is a collection of short 
pieces by 19 of Naiad’s fiction writers, and the result is quite de¬ 
lightful. The pieces range in tone from a taut and steamy (it 
made me sweat) “What You Want, Sometimes” by Lauren 
Wright Douglas to Jennifer Fulton’s sweetly ironic “Recipe for 
a Salad.” In each piece, eros is the star, but each author does a 
different star turn. The Erotic Naiad is more than a sampler 
of Naiad’s writers, although it serves that function well. It is, in 
fact, a splendid assortment that will please many erotic tastes. 

Seasons of Erotic Love is not splendid. It is neither erotic 
nor entertaining. Barbara Herrera is an anti-erotic writer. She 
introduces each piece (some awful poetry, some equally awful 
fiction) with a brief explanation of why what she writes is good 
for us. For example, she introduces her poem “Reading Erotica 
Aloud” with this instruction; “Sharing thoughts, ideas, and feel¬ 
ings with other lesbians, as far as erotica is concerned, is vitally 
important to the sexual growth of our community.” There now, 
doesn’t that just make you wet with anticipation. Not! 

The attitude of schoolteacher to dullard is maintained 
throughout the collection. Herrera is nothing if not consistent; 
she is a consistently bad writer. Her prose is leaden, her char¬ 
acters lack identity, and her dialogue is unbelievable. Through¬ 
out the collection, which has as its only saving grace its length, 
a skimpy 119 pages, Herrera insists that we see that sex is good 
for us. I don’t disagree, of course, but I think it ought to be fun, 
too. Herrera’s eros is about as exciting as eating a barrel of 
white flour, one spoonful at a time. — Deborah Peifer 

Important Questions 

Lesbian and Gay Marriage: Private Commitments, Public 
Ceremonies 

edited by Suzanne Sherman; Temple University Press, $16.95 

Depending upon your attitude toward gay and lesbian mar¬ 
riage, the publication of yet another book on the subject may be 
cause for rejoicing or dismay, or in the case of Lesbian and Gay 
Marriage, both. Editor Suzanne Sherman illustrates the com¬ 
plexity of the issue (really issues) by starting this collection with 
two well-reasoned and compelling essays, one by Thomas B. 
Stoddard in favor of marriage and one by Paula L. Ettelbrick in 
vehement opposition. 

The stories of 24 couples follow, some who wanted a public 
ceremony, others who resisted mightily the idea of giving the 
state any voice in regulating their relationships. Clearly, the de¬ 
cisions reached by these couples were not arrived at thoughtless¬ 
ly. Sherman’s couples raise important questions about the very 
meaning of liberation, of commitment, of family. Their stories 
are well worth hearing. — Deborah Peifer

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In Rodriguez’s dissing of 
white homo designer culture, 
he states that “the glory hole 
was thus converted to an 
18th-century foyer.” But while 
he critiques the simultaneous¬ 
ly charming and hollow ele¬ 
ments of Western gay culture, 
it is important to note that 
there are few other gay refer¬ 
ences in the book. Rodriguez 
only deals with gay topics in 
one chapter. He is said to be 
only recently out of the closet. 
So while the opinions are 
written by a gay man, they 
seem without reference or “a 
gay sensibility,” if there is 
such a thing. Instead, the 
viewpoint is chaste and elo¬ 


quent, if not sour. One never 
knows if the author will ever 
find comfort in any place; he 
seems so thoroughly dis¬ 
mayed by so many parts of 
himself. 

The ravages of fundamen¬ 
talist Christianity on the 
Spanish and Mexican 
Catholic cultures, which in 
turn were foisted on indige¬ 
nous cultures, are prime fuel 
for such summations as “the 
Church is our mother, be¬ 
cause she serves as intermedi¬ 
ary between God, the God of 
the upraised hand. 
Catholics are children.” 

In “In Athens Once” the 
author spends Holy Week in 


Tijuana, observing tourists 
and desperate locals in what 
he calls a “Disney Calcutta.” 
He serves as a cultural conun¬ 
drum, observing both the ex¬ 
cess and the poverty of clash¬ 
ing border cultures. 

Rodriguez sees Mexican, 
Asian, and Latino identities 
manipulated and thwarted by 
white culture as the popula¬ 
tions of non-Caucasians in¬ 
crease, threatening white 
paranoiacs bent on preserving 
their taste-free society. “The 
nativist fear is that non-Euro¬ 
pean immigrants will undo 
the European idea of Ameri¬ 
ca (forgetting that America 
was formed against the idea 
of Europe).” 

Other insights include dis¬ 
cussions of vanity (“What 
good are leggings and ribbons 
and weight-lifting machines if 
your soul is the bathroom 
mirror?”) and fame (“The at¬ 
tention LA lavishes on a sin¬ 
gle face is as generous a 
metaphor as I can find for the 
love of God”). He declaims 
the rootlessness of America, 
carefully attacking the very 
stripped-away culture that 
sucks up bits of ethnic history 
then spews it out in K-Mart 
fashion like the appearance of 
the Virgin Mary over an off¬ 
ramp Chi-Chi’s. 

This is the voice of a sensi¬ 
tive man caught between cul¬ 
tures, who was raised to be¬ 
lieve in many things, each of 
which the author ultimately 
found disappointing. The 
writing, however, is far from 
that. ▼

Father Figure 

Days of Obligation: An Argument With My Mexican Father 
by Richard Rodriguez; Viking Press, $21

R ichard Rodriguez’s 
book of essays, Days 
of Obligation: An Ar¬ 
gument With My 
Mexican Father, provides 
ample insight into the unmis¬ 
takable strangeness of West 
Coast life. As a Catholic, Mex¬ 
ican, Indian, gay man, the 
writer’s viewpoint is often 
that of a somewhat cynical, 
yet informed outsider. 

Rodriguez’s provocative es¬ 
says dig into the historical 
roots of racism and patriarchy 
but in a way that encapsulates 
pop imagery and attitude. Be¬ 
tween the profound state¬ 
ments about mass culture are 
delicate details from his child¬ 
hood, each a small epiphany. 

Although there are many 
references to his father (a 
maker of false teeth) and his 
life in Sacramento, it is the 
larger father whom he de¬ 
bates, the patriarch of sprawl¬ 
ing America and the Catholic 
God. In a time of indigenous 
awareness and anti-Columbus 
sentiment, Rodriguez, author 
of the acclaimed autobiogra¬ 
phy Hunger of Memory, ex¬ 
plores the confused cultural 
genocide of our continent. In¬ 
stead of grand polemics that 
leave a reader numb, he 
brings personal dispatches of 
his upbringing into a larger, 
sweeping discussion of impe¬ 
rialism and cultural vacuity. 


One never 
knows if the

Approaching Homophobia 

In 10 essays on varying 
themes, Rodriguez combines 
memories of home, attitudes 
of religious priests, and in one 
essay, “Late Victorians,” the 
effects of gay people upon 
San Francisco architecture. 
Rodriguez approaches homo¬ 
phobia in his cruelly apt cri¬ 
tique of the Painted Lady 
mentality: “Society’s condem¬ 
nation forced the homosexual 
to find his redemption outside 
nature. We‘ll put a little skirt 
here. The impulse is not to 
create but to re-create, to 
sham, to convert, to sauce, to 
rouge, to fragrance, to pretti¬ 
fy.”

From Kinky to Classical 

Stellar Men J.

S tanley Stellar’s Stellar 
Men fulfills the expec¬ 
tations raised by the 
slightly kinky material 
— a man sucking his own toe 
— on the cover. Using a vari¬ 
ety of models, from complete¬ 
ly shaved muscle men to fa¬ 
miliar New York club regu¬ 
lars, Stellar alternates be¬ 
tween cozy, relaxed poses 
that capture the humanity of 
these attractive subjects to 
more artfully posed (if not 
slightly off-center) imagery 
that incorporates men and 
their erections without sacri¬ 
ficing the artistic element. 
Stellar straddles both porn 
and art in what seems to be a 
comfortable tightrope act for 
him. 

Against a simple gray 
background in these varied 
studio shots, Stellar works in 
close-up and full-body shots, 
capturing the smooth texture 
of an untanned groin along 
with the downy thatch of pu¬ 
bic hair. The men alternate 
between brooding, muscular 
and dark and pale and nearly 
feminine in their stance. 

Stellar Men is a diverse 
collection that helps redefine 
our notions of what makes a 



man handsome. The photog¬ 
rapher hops from the sort of 
kink imagery found in Bound 
and Gagged (boys tied up, 
sniffing a bicycle seat) to 
more Edward Weston-like 
sculptural imagery of some 
beautiful butts, creating a sort 
of landscape of flesh. 

Stellar’s shot some incred¬ 
ibly handsome men, ones that 
seem damn proud of their 
veiny erections. Looking di¬ 
rectly into the camera or 
away, they appear ready and 
willing in their desire. Unlike 
the work of some formalists 
(Mapplethorpe among them), 
here we see a definite rela¬ 
tionship between photogra¬ 
pher and subject — and that is 
what makes these erotic pho¬ 
tos so charged. 

More Pristine 

More pristine and stylisti¬ 
cally single-minded, Joe Zi- 


olkowski’s nudes frequently 
appeared on the cover of the 
popular New York bar rag 
HomoXtra, a fact that has 
somewhat diminished their 
impact. Seeing the pictures in 
book form is better, but not 
as dramatic as the exhibit at 
the Wessell O’Connor gallery 
a few years back. With white 
walls behind them, the stark¬ 
ness of Ziolkowski’s images 
in large format is evocative 
and unforgettable. 

Ziolkowski arranges his 
male nude models in neo-clas¬ 
sical poses, or with a decep¬ 
tively simple style, in front of 
pale white backgrounds. 
Many models clutch their 
heads in an attitude of grief 
or strife. Others dangle from 
a horizontal pole in relaxed 
or tense states. A few fly 
through the air with a 
dancer’s agility. The continu-

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Pulling Through 

Winter Eyes

A t age seven, Stefan 
Borowski, the only 
child of Polish immi¬ 
grants, hears Franz 
Schubert’s Die Wintereise, 
(“a winter journey”) on the ra¬ 
dio and thinks it means “win¬ 
ter eyes.” Lev Raphael uses 
this incident as the leitmotif 
for a tale of a young man’s er¬ 
ratic life journey — one made 
in ignorance of who he really 
is. 

Set mostly in upper Man¬ 
hattan and beginning in the 
late ’50s, the story evolves 
with a vivid combination of 
the experiences of a semi- 
withdrawn boy and the 
locked secrets of a family’s 
history before they arrived in 
America. Stefan’s bluff, pro¬ 
fessorial father and beautiful 
mother become more and 
more estranged. Sasha, Ste¬ 


fan’s piano-teaching uncle, be¬ 
comes his emotional anchor, 
and Stefan’s lessons become a 
bond. Living with Sasha be¬ 
comes a refuge. 


Italian Stallion 

As the U.S. lurches into 
the civil rights and anti-war 
turmoil of the ’60s, Stefan 
passes through junior high 
and high school. He finds 
himself in parallel romances. 
One is with Louie del Greco, 
an athletically extroverted 
Italian who is a bit older than 
Stefan. Their sex is typically 
adolescent — swift, surrepti¬ 
tious, and intense. The other 
is with Jenny, an idealistic fel¬ 
low student terribly in love 
with Stefan and deeply trou¬ 
bled by his detachment. 

The novel’s closing chap¬ 
ters find Stefan in college as 


the sudden, furious revelation 
of family secrets flood his 
consciousness. As his winter 
journey is ending, the love of 
an older girl warms his emo¬ 
tional life. 

Winter Eyes offers a skill¬ 
ful depiction of bisexuality 
and ethnic problems, placing 
it far above the growing-up, 
coming out novels of previous 
years. But more than any¬ 
thing else, the author’s organ¬ 
ic artistry makes this novel 
decidedly superior fiction. By 
“organic artistry” I mean the 
perfect synthesis of point of 
view, structure, and style. 
Raphael places us inside Ste¬ 
fan’s consciousness constant¬ 
ly, as the young narrator tells 
his story directly, simply, and 
strongly. It is a boy’s life, told 
without artifice or sentimen¬ 
tal indulgences. Winter Eyes 
is a unique enrichment to 
American fiction. ▼

ity of style is both dramatic 
and clean. The artist wants to 
make a unique visual impact, 
and he succeeds. 

The titles of each pose 
verge on cliche (“Grief,” 
“Time,” “Burden,” “Reach”), 


but the results mirror emo¬ 
tional states exemplified in 
classical and neo-classical pos¬ 
es. The lithe, attractive young 
bodies are used as sculptural 
form, and full nudity is mere¬ 
ly a part of the whole oeuvre. 
Frail naked bodies hang up¬ 
side down and on the wire, 
on a precipice between mor¬ 
tality and desire. ▼

A collection of more 
than 50 brief but suc¬ 
cinct first-person vi¬ 
gnettes by people 
with AIDS or HIV or people 
close to them, Voices That 
Care is a unique, poignant 
contribution to autobiograph¬ 
ical AIDS literature. 
Throughout the book, people 
with AIDS/HIV of every 
stripe and from all walks of 
life simply tell their stories 
about the impact AIDS/HIV 
has had on their lives — from 
how they discovered they 
were ill to their hopes, 
dreams, and fears. 

“Positive always meant 
something good when I was 
growing up. Now the word 
seems synonymous with de¬ 
spair. Why not another word 
for being infected with HIV? 
Maybe ‘subjected,’ you know, 
like a bad perm,” says Mike 
Donnici, 21, who was diag¬ 
nosed HIV positive in 1990. 
“What would I say to others? 
I’ve learned from my friends 
what I want and don’t want 
to happen. One friend really 
lost his dignity in a big way 
with major dementia. I’d buy 
the book Final Exit and 
learn more before I slipped 
into that position. Another 
friend, Scott, on the other 
hand, kept his faculties until 
the end. The day before he 
died, he was cracking jokes. 
I’ve really just observed and 
learned and discovered 
through them. I really do try 
to stop and smell the roses. I 
really enjoy my friends. I en¬ 
joy my lover. I enjoy my kit¬ 
ten. I’m pampering myself 
and allowing myself to really 
enjoy what’s around me. I 
know it sounds really yellow 
brick road, but I’ve watched 
some of my friends do it — 
and that’s the way to go.”

In another vignette, Mary 
Katherine, a 34-year-old artist 
who works as an office man¬ 
ager, tells about her discovery 
that she was HIV positive af¬ 
ter a 1984 Red Cross blood 
donation: “The blood was re¬ 
jected and it came back in 
1985. I got a registered letter 
on my birthday, February 10, 
1985. It said I was HIV posi¬ 
tive. I didn’t consider myself 
to be in a high-risk group. I 
was in a monogamous rela¬ 
tionship. I had a boyfriend. I 
don’t know whether he was 
bisexual or a drug user. 
There was a possibility of 



both. He was a big bullshitter. 
I had to get him out of my 
life. He tested positive. I 
know that at some point after 
me, he had a wife and a kid. 
He was a bastard. A real bas¬ 
tard.” 

Celebrity Accounts 

Author Hitchens, an enter¬ 
tainment reporter based in 
Los Angeles, also includes 
several accounts of celebrities 
with AIDS/HIV in Voices 
That Care. 

On October 1, 1991, actor 
Dack Rambo, 49, shocked 
Hollywood by announcing 
that he was HIV positive and 
was leaving the daytime soap 
opera Another World. 

“Going public with my di¬ 
agnosis was the most fright¬ 
ening decision I ever faced. 
After the initial shock, I knew 
what I wanted to do and had 
to do. I decided to leave New 
York and my television fami¬ 
ly to come home and devote 
my life to the battle against 
AIDS and HIV in any way I 
could,” he says. 

Actor Brad Davis discov¬ 
ered that he was HIV positive 
in 1985. He decided to keep 
his status a secret. He died in 
September 1991. 

“Most of Brad’s friends 
didn’t know until the very, 
very end. Even at the end, he 
didn’t tell very many people. 
He told his best friend on July 
4,” says Susan, Davis’ wife of 20 
years. 

The personal accounts of 
people with AIDS and HIV in 
Voices That Care are inter¬ 
esting and captivating, and 
more than a decade into the 
epidemic, they’re also stories 
that we are all familiar with, 
though our names and the 
names of our lovers and 
friends are different. And 
that’s what’s most successful 
about Hitchens’ effort — it hu¬ 
manizes AIDS. 

But ultimately, although 
the stories (and the struggles) 
are touching and profound, 
often sad, sometimes enrag¬ 
ing, I found this book — on 
one level — really disturbing. 
Voices That Care is billed as 
a testament to the strength of 
the human spirit in the face 
of not only a horrible disease 
but also the social stigma as¬ 
sociated with it. Its intent is 
to “invoke empathy, not sym¬ 
pathy; to educate not frighten, 
to inspire; not depress. If it 
can do these things, then fi¬ 
nally the voices will be 
heard.” Pity there’s still that 
need. ▼
